TRANSLATOR'S PREFACE. 

T he Importance of the Commerce of India, and the Advantages 
of aTerritorial Eftabliihment in Bengal, have at length awakened 
the Attention of the Britiih Legiilature to every Circumftance 
that may conciliate the Affections of the Natives, or enfure Stability 
<o the Acquifition. Nothing can fo favourably conduce to thefe two 
Points as a well-timed Toleration in Matters of Religion, and an 
Adoption of fucb original Inftitutes of the Country, as do not im- 
mediately clafh with the Laws or Intercfts of the Conquerors. 

To a Aeady Purfuance of this great Maxim, much of the Succefs 
of the Romans may be attributed, who not only allowed to their fo- 
reign Subjcdrs the free Exercife of their own Religion, and the Ad- 
miniftration of their own civil JurifdiCtion, but fometimes hy a Po- 

C lit^ 
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licy ftill more flattering* even naturalized fuch Parts of the Myth o- 
logy of the Conquered* as vt^ere in any 'refpedt compatible with their 
own Syflenii 

With a View to the fame political Advantages,and in Obfervance 
of fo ftriking an Example* the following Compilation was fet on 
foot ; which muft be confidered as the only Work of the Kind* 
wherein the genuine Principles of the Gentoo Jurifprudence are made 
public, with the Sundiun of their mofl: rcfpeftable Pundits (or 
Lawyers^ and which offers a complete Confutation of the Belief too 
common in Europe* that the Hindoos have no written Laws what- 
ever, but fuch as relate to the ceremonious Peculiarities of their 
Supeiilition. 

» 

The Profeflbrs of the Ordinances here colletEled ftill fpeak the ori- 
ginal Language in which they were compofed, and v^hich is entirely 
unknown to the Bulk of the People* who have fettled upon thofe 
ProfelTors fcveral great Endowments ahd Benefaftions in all Parts of 
Hindoftan, and pay them beftdes a Degree of perfonal Refpedt little 
ftioit of Idolatry, in return for the Advantages fuppofed to be derived 
from their Studies. A Set of the moft experienced of thefe Lawyert 
was leledled from every Part of Bengal for the Purpofe of compiling 
the prefent Work, which they picked out Sentence by Sentence 
from various Originals in the .Shanferit Language, neither add- 
ing to nor diminifhing any Part of the ancient Text. The Ar- 
ticles thus colle<fted were next tranilated literally into Perfian* under 
the lnrpe(ftion of one of their own Body ; and from that Tranllation 


were 
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were rendered into Engliih with an equal Attention to the Ciofeners 
and Fidelity of the Verlion. Lefs ftudious of Elegance than of Accu- 
racy, the Tranflator thought it more excufable to tire the Reader 
with the Flatnefs of a literal Interpretation, than to miflead him by 
a vague and devious Paraphrafe ; fo that the entire Order of the Book, 
the feveral Divifions of its Contents, and the whole Turn of the 
Phrafe, is in every Part the immediate Produd); of the Bramins. The 
Englifh Dialed in which it is here otFered to the Public, and that 
only, is not the Performance of a Gentoo. From hence therefore 
may be formed a precife Idea of the Cufloms and Manners of thefe 
People, which, to their great Injury, have long been mifreprefented 
in the Weftern World. From hence alfo Materials may be colleded 
towards the legal Accomplidiment of a new Syftem of Government 
in Bengal, wherein the Brithh Laws may, in fome Degree, be foftened 
and tempered by a moderate Attention to the peculiar and national 
Prejudices of the Hindoo •, fonje of whofe Inllitutes, however fanci- 
ful and ii^udicious, may perhaps be preferable to any which could be 
iubftituted in their room. They arc interwoven with the Religion 
of the Country, and arc therefore revered as of the higheft Authority: 
They are the Conditions by which they hold their Rank in Society, 
^oug Ufage has perfuaded them of their Equity, and they will always 
gladly embrace the PermiBIon to obey them ; to be obliged to re- 
nounce their Obedience would probably be cftcemcd among them a. 
real Hardihip. •

Many conjedural Doftrines have been circulated by the Learned 
and Ingenious of Europe upon the Mythology of the Gentoos ; and 
they have unanimouily endeavoured to conllrue the extravagant Fa- 
bles with which it abounds into fublime and myftical Symbols of 
the moft refined Morality. This Mode of reafbning, however com- 
mon, is not quite candid or equitable, becaufe it fets out with fup- 
poling in thofe People a Deficiency of Faith with Refpe€t to the Au- 
thenticity of their own Scriptures, which, although our better In- 
formation may convince os to be altogether falfe and erroneous, 
yet are by them literally elleemed as the immediate Revelations of 
the Almighty t and the fame confidential Reliance, which we put in 
the Divine Text upon the Authority of its Divine Infpirer himfelf, 
is by their miftaken Prejudices implicitly transferred to the 
othetShafler# . Hence we are not juflified in grounding the Standard 
and Criterion of our Examination of the Hindoo Religion upon the 
known and Infallible Truth of our own, becaufe the oppofite Party 
would citber deny the firfl Principles of our Argument, or infill 
upon an equal Right cm their Side to foppofe the Veracity of their 
wun S^ipturci mcootrovertiUe.

mote Ages, and their undeviating Confidence in their own Aflcrti- 
ons, never can fail to make foine Imprelllon upon us, in propor- 
tion as we gain a clearer Infight to them. Sufpicions of a like Na- 
ture are not totally without Foundation even in the Weftern World ; 
and the confeientious Scruples of the Hiftoriographer of Mount

of implicit Faith Is once extended, we can never afeertain the pre- 
cife Limits beyond which it muft not pafs. One Circumftancc mull 
not be omitted, that the Ages allotted to Mankind in the foveral 
Jogues by the Bramins ully very exadly with thofe mentioned by 
Mofes, as far as the Chronology of the latter reaches. For the laft 
Fart of the Dwapl^r Jogue, in which Men are faid to have attained 
to One Thoufand Years of Life, correfponds with the Mofeic .®ra 
of the Antediluvians: And in the Commencement of the Collee 
Jogue, which comes very near to the Period of the Deluge, the Por- 
tion of human Exiftence was contracted to One Hundred Years, and 
is feldom fuppofed even to go fo far. 

We are not much advanced in our Inquiries, by allowing with 
fome excellent Authors, that moll of the Gentoo Shaders (or Scrip ) 
tures) were compofed about the Beginning of the Collee Jogue ; for 
then we at once come to the immediate iEra of the Flood, which 
Calamity is never once mentioned in thofe Shaders, and which yet 
wc mull think infinitely too remarkable to have been even but 
nightly Ipoken of, much lels to have been totally omitted, had it 
even been known in that Part of the World. The Bramins indeed 

remove this Objection by two Affertions j One, that all their Scrip- 
tures 
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called Jage>BuIk« which fcts forth the Offices of Religion, and alfo 
informs Men of the Duties of the MagiArate.

What Periods (hall we poffibly affign to thefe Writers, if we dif- 
allow the Authorities here quoted ? If they are falfe, there muft have 
been a Time when the Impofition would have been too palpable to 
have pafl'cd upon Mankind, and when the concurrent Teftimony of 
the whole World would have rifen up in Judgment againft it ; for if 
we grant Munnoo’s Works to have been publiffied during his own 
Life-Time, it is impoffible that he ffiould have ventured to utter Co 
monflrous a Forgery j and if they were concealed till after his Death, 
could the Memory of his late Exiftence be fo Ihortly obliterated 
through the whole Country ? — But fuppofing fo much of the Book as 
relates to the Date to have been folfled in by another, and after- 
wards produced as a Pait of the original Text, which till that Time 
had lain undifeovered, Nobody furcly would have believed him in

Oppofition to the univerfal Faith ! for fo miraculous a Fidlion could 
never gain Credit but upon the Support of fome Principle of religious 
Opinion, and every Religion has cftablifiied u Chronology of its own : 
Befides, can it be poffible, that none of Munnoo’s Cotemporaries, 
none of the fucceeding Writers fhould have recorded fo ftriking a 
CircumAance ? for if the whole Indian World had till that Time be- 
lieved w'ith us in a Chronology nearly anfwering to that of Mofes, fo 
aAoniAiing a Change in their Sentiments upon the Intrcdudion of 
the Doflrine of the Jogues would have furniflied ample Matter for 
a dioufand Volumes j hut on the contrary, all the Parts of every

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Shafter (however different from each other on religious Subjects) are 
yet uniform and confident throughout upon this j the fame Mode of 
computing their AnnaU has always obtained^ and the fame Belief of 
the Remotenefs of Antiquity that now prevails may be proved to 
have been univcrlally acknowledged, even at the Time in which foine 
pretend to fix the firfi; Appearance of Letters in Hindoftan. 

Rajah PRiCHUTT,who thoughranked as a modern on the Records 
of India, is yet known to have lived in the eat^ieft Ages of the Collee 
Jogue, was no lefs anxious than modern Philofophers are to pierce 
the Obfeurity of Time, and to trace the Progrefs of the 
from its Infancy ; at his Inftigation a Work was compofed by 
ShiikehDiew, a learned Bramin (Son of Belifs, the famous Author cf 
the Mahabaret) containing the Hiftory of India through the three pie- 
ceding Jogues, with the Succcflion of the leveral R ijahs, and the 
Duration of their Reigns. This curious Hiftory, called Siuee Bhag- 
BUT, ftill fubfifts, divided into twelve Afeund or Books (literally 
Branches) and three thoufand and twenty Chapters. Wiiat ft) ill 
we fay to a^Work compofed four thoufand Years ago, and from 
thence tracing Mankind upwards through fevcral millions of Years? 
Muft uc anfwer, that the Earth was at that Time an u.'iinliabitcd 
Marfti, ftill flowly emerging from an univerfal Inundation ? 

Great furely and inexplicable muft be the Doubts of mere hu- 
man Reafon upon fuch a Dilemma when unaiTifted and uriinfcrmcd 
by Divine Revelation; but while we admit the fornuT in our .iro.!- 
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ment, we profefs a moft uflihaken Reliance upon the latter, before 
which every be abforbed in

Shader, called the Gc^ta, written by AdhaS Doom, has a beautiful 
Stanza upon this Sydem of the Tranfmigration, which he com- 
pares to a Change of Drefs. 
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and tlic forcible Degeneracy of the Times* at to 4eferve foch a 
motion, are condemned to undergo continual Puniihment in the 
Animation of fucceflive animal Forms, until;at the ftated Period 
another Renovation of the ^our Jogues (hall commence upon the 
DiiTolution of the prefent. 

They fuppofe that there are fourteen Bhoobuns or Spheres, fe- 
ven below and fix above the Earth ; the feven inferior Worlds are 
faid to be altogether inhabited by an infinite Variety of Serpents, de- 
feribed in every monftrous Figure that the Imagination can fuggeft ; 
hence the Reafon why fitch particular Mention is made of Serpents 
in the Account of the Crektion prefixed to this Code. The Earth 
is called Bhoor, and Mankind who inhabit it Bhoor-logue ; an In* 
(lance of which may be ieen in the Stanza quoted from Munnoo : 
The Spheres gradually afeending from thence are, 

i(l. Bobur, whofe Inhabitants are called the Bobur-logue. 
ad. The Swcrgeh-logue. 3d. The Mahurr-logue. 4th. The Jun- 
neh'logue.

The B 5 bur is the immediate Vault of the vifible Heavens, in 
ifdtich the Sun, Moon, imd Stars are placed. The Swergdi is the

from the lower Earth. The Mahurr-logue are the Fikeers, knd 
fitch Perfons as by Dint of Prayer have acquired an extraordinary 
Degree c^Sandlity. ’The Junneh-logue are slfo the Souls of pious

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moral Men i 4n<l beyimd this Sphere they are nbt Cuppeied io 
pa& without fome uncommon Merits aOd Qualifications. *fhe 
Sphere of Tuppeh is the Reward of thofe who have all their Lives 
performed fome wonderful Ad of Penance and Mortification, or who 
have died Martyrs for their Religion. The Suttee or higheil Sphere 
is the Refidence of Brihma and his particular Favourites, whence 
they are alfo called Brihma-logue : This is the Place of DeiHnation 
for thofe Men who have never uttered a Falfehood during their 
whole Lives, and for thofe Women who have voluntarily burned 
themfelves with their Hulbands. How lhall we reconcile fb 
fplendid and exalted a Benedidion pronounced upon this fponta* 
neous Martyrdom, with the AfiTertion of an Author, that the Cuf- 
tom for the Wives to burn themfelves with their Hulbands Bodies 
was never reckoned a religious Duty in India ? This Circumftance 
will again prelent itfelf in the Remarks on the Chapter of Women. 

But it is now Time to draw this ElTay towards a Conclufion, 
by confining ov^elves to the more immediate Explanation of fuch 
Parts of theli&ltias may not feem entirely confident with European 
Opinions, or European Judice. 

Thk Work opens with a Ihort Preliminary Difcourfe, written by 
the Bramins themielves, as well to fet forth the Motives and Ulies 

of the Compilation, as to gratify the honed Vanity of every fenfible

Mind, in giving fome Account of itfelf and of its Labours. No- 
diing can be more from a fuperditious Adherence to their 
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own domeiUc Prejudices, or more truly elevated above the mean 
and felfiih Principles of Prieftcraft, than the genuine Dignity of 
Sentiment ^at breathes through this little Ferfor)p(m<^,x Few 
Chriftians, with all the Advantages of enlightened Underilandings, 
would have expreffed themfelves with a more becoming Reverence 
for the grand and impartial Defigns of Providence in all its Works, 
or wifh a more extenfive Charity towards all their fellow Creatuftis 
of every ProfelTion, It is indeed an Article of Faith among the 
Bramins, that God’s all merciful Power would not have permitted 
fuch a Number of different Religions, if he had not found a Plea- 
fure in beholding their Varieties. 


The iirft Sedion of the Preface contains an Account of the Cre- 
ation, literally as the Gentoos believe it to have been performed : 
The four great and original Tribes are there faid to have proceeded 
from the four different Members of Brihma, the fuppofed immedi- 
ate Agent of the Creation under the Spirit of the Almighty. The 
Hindoos do not fuppofe that thefe feveral Parts of tlw Creator, af- 
figned for their Produdion, are a fymbolical Token or Defeription 
of the refpedive Duties of their Stations; but that the feveral C^i-

fications of each Cafl, and the enjoined Exercife of thofe Quali- 
fications, are the natural and unavoidable Refult of the prefiduig 
Fondion in each of the Members of their firfi; Parent*

These four great Tribes comprehend the firft grand Divifions 
of a well-regulated State. The Mechanic, or petty Dealer, as a 
Branch of lefs Importance, and adminiflering rather to the Luxu- 
ries than to the Neceflities of Life, is furnifhed from a fifth adven- 
titiousTribe, called Burr UN Sunker, which is again fubdivided into 
almofl as many feparate Calls as there are Trades or Occupations to 
be exercifed* by its Members. The fame Principle of Government, 
though under a different Modification, is faid to prevail in China, 
where eveiy Man is enjoined by Law to follow the Bufinefs of his 
Father, and forbidden to thruil himfelf- into any other Profefiioii, 

But while we commend the Policy of the ancient Hindoos, we 
mufl lament their mofl deplorable Ignorance in fome of the pradical

1 iences, piU'^^icularly Geography, to which they ini]{||^ige up all 
I’retenfions after their extravagant Defcription of thefeueh Deeps,. 
w])lch they fuppofe to be fo many Continents fcparatcd from each 
otlier by an alnioil infinite Ocean, but yet all belonging to the 
fame World wfiitti themfelves inhabit. 


The other Divifion of the Preface contains the requifite Quali- 
fications for a Maglilrate and the Duties of his Station j moll of 
the Rules there laid down are very pertiricht, and difplay an accu- 
rate Knowledge of the human Heart.— But as the necefiary Limits 
of an ElTay like this do not give Room or Opportunity for a ge- 
neral and dififufive Criticifm, it is here intended only to fpeak of 
fuch particular Parts and PalTages of the Work as contain fome- 
thing peculiar, local, or charaderiilic.

fort of the Will, though in the End overpowering, and fuperfed- 
ing its Funiflions.

It will no doubt ftrike the Rea^r with Wonder, to find a Prohi- 
bition of Fire- Arms in Records of fuch unfathomable Antiquity; and 
he will probably from hence renew the Sufpicion which has long 
been deemed abfurd, that Alexander the Great did abfolutely meet 
with fome Weapons of that Kind in India, as a Pafifage in Quintus 
Curtius feems to afeertain. Gunpowder has been known in 
China, as well as in HindoRan, hx beyond all Periods of InveRiga- 
tion.— The Word Fire-Arms is literally Shanlbrit Agnce-after, a 
Weapon of Fire ; they deferibe the firR Species of it to have been 
a Kind of Dart or Arrow tipt with Fire, mid difeharged upon the 

Enemy from a Bamboo. Among feveral extraordinary Properties

of thefe deArudtive Engines to Beefhudkcrma, the ArtiA, who is 
related to have forged all' the Weapons for the War which was 
maintained in the Suttee Jogue between Dewta and OAbor (or the 
good and bad'' Spirits) for the Space of one hundred Years. ‘—Was 
it Chance or Infpiration that furniAied our admirable Milton with 
exactly the fame Idea, which had never before occurred to an Eu- 
ropean' Imagination ? ■ 

The. Battles which .are deferibedin this Sedion, ridiculous as 
they may appear, when compared with the modern Art and |m-» 
provement of War, are the very Counterparts of Homer ; for, 
in the .early Ages of Mankind, a Battle appears to have been little 
more than a Set of diAind Duels between Man and Man ; in which 
Cafe, every . CircumAaoce .pointed out in this Part of the Magifo 
trate’s Duty might naturally be expeded to occur.: And this is a 
forcible Argument to prove, that the Compilers have not foiAedinto 
the Code any novel. Opinions of their, own, when in this Place 
hardly one of th& Principles of War, as Aated by them, . is. appli-. 
cable to the prefent Sy^m and Situation of Mankind..

from whence the AbibraA is Ad^ed. Indeed, die Brtmins, indtf- 
putably peiihaded ^hatthdir Origin is from the Mouth, or fuperior 
Member, of their Creator, and confequently that the Superiwity 
of their Tribe is interwoven with the very Eflence of their Nature, 
eileem diat to be a full and fatisfad^y Plea for every Advantage 
fettled upon them, above the reft of the People, by the Laws of 
their Country ; nor are the other Cafts difeontented with the Lot 
to which they have been accuftomed from their earlieft Infancy i 
if they blame any Thing, it is that original T urn of Chance which 
' jgave them imther to fpring from the Belly or the F eet of Brihma, 
than from his Arms or Head, 


The different Rate of Intereft, eftablifhed in this Chapt^ to be 
paid for the Ufe of different Articles, is pOlhaps an Inftitute pecu- 
liar to Hindoftah ; but it refleAs a ftrong Light upon the Simplicity 
of ancient Manners, before Money was univerfally current as the

is m^uie of fuch Kind of Bequeft. By thefe Ordinances alfo, he is 
hindered from dlfpolTeiling his Children of his Property in Favour 
of Aliens, and from making a blind and partial Allotment in Behalf 
of a favourite Child,^ to the Prejudice of the reft j . by which the 
Weaknefs of parental AilbAion, or of a mifgpided Mind in its 
Dotage, is admirably remedied. Thefe Laws alfo IWongly elucidate 
the Story of the Prodigal Son in the Scriptures ; hnce it appears 

from hence to have been an inunemorial Cuftom in the Baft, for

Sons to demand their Portion< of Inheritance during their Fathers 
Life-Time, and that the Parent, however aware of the difBpated In- 
clinations of his Child, could not legally refufe to comply with the

Though Polygamy has been conftantly pradkifed-and univcrfally 
allowed under all the Religions that have obtained in Alia, we meet 
with very few Inllances of permitted Polyandry, or a Plurality of 
Hulbands, fuch as mentioned in the fourteenth Sedtion of this 
Chapter : But a Gentleman, who has lately viiited the Kingdoms 
of Boutan and Thibet, has obferved, that the fame Cuilom is almotk 
general to this Day in thofe Countries \ where one Wife fre- 
quently ferves all the Males of a whole Family, without being the 
Cau& of any uncommon Jealoufy or Difunion among them.

Thb charadleriftic Enthufiafmof the Gentoos is ftrongly marked 
in .feveral Parts of this Chapter, where it appears, that the Property 

“W • 

ciffa Bramin is confidercd as too facred to fall into profane Hands, 
even thofe of the Magiftrate i which proves alfo that the Magiftrates 
are not Bramins. At the fame Time, Ave cannot help noticing 
many ftriking Inftanccs of Moderation and Self-Denial in the Mem- 
bers of this Tribe, who, being at once the Priefts and Legiflators of 
the Country, havener refigned all the fecular and executive Power 
into the Hands of another Call ; for it appears, that no Bramin has 
been properly capable of the Magiftracy fiince the Time of the Suttee 
Jogue. They have alfo in one Place ordained, that, “ If a Widow 
fliould give all her Property and Eftate to the Bramins for reli- 
** gious Purpofes, the Gift indeed is valid j” that is, it comes within 
the Letter of the Law : “ But the Aft is improper, and the Woman 
blameable.” Such a Cenfure, though not amounting to an abfo- 
lute Prohibits n, is furely a fufficient Warning to thofe whofe weak. 
Bigotry might thus lead them to Error, and an Argument that thefe 
Lawgivers were free from all the narrow Principles of fclf-intcreftcd 
Avidity. The only Privilege of Importance, which they feem to 
have appropriated to themfelves in any Part of this Compilation, is 

an Exemption from all capital Punifliment : They may be dc-

graded, branded, imprifoned for Life, or fent into perpetual Exile; 
but it is everywhere expreiHy ordained, that a Bramin ihall not be' 
put to Death upon any Account whatfoever.

The necclTary Qua- 
lihcations for the Arbitrator, the Rules for the Examination of 
Witneffes, and the Requifites for Propriety of Evidence, arc Rated 
with as much Accuracy and Depth of Judgment as the Generality 
of thofe in our own Courts. In this Chapter Mention is made of 
the Purrekeh, or Trial by Ordeal, which is one of the moft ancient 
Inftltut|s for the diftinguifliing Criterion of <^ilt and Innocence 
that hath been handed down to us by facred or profane HiRory : Fire 
or Water were the ufual Refources upon thefe Occafions, and they 
were conRantly prepared and fan<Rified by the Solemnities of a reli- 
gious Ceremonial. The Modes of this Ordeal are various in India, 
according to the Choice of the Parties or the Nature of the ORence ; 
but the Infallibility of the Refult is to this Day as implicitly believed 
as it could have been in the darkeR Ages of Antiquity. 


We find a particular Injundion and Defeription of a certain 
Water Ordeal among the firR Laws dictated to Mofes by God him- 
felf i it is contained in the fifth Chapter of Numbers, from the 
twelfth to the thirtieth Verfe, and is for the Satisfaction of jealous 
HuR>ands, in the immediate DeteAion or Acquittal of their Wives. ,

of the Weftern Nations, before their Emerfion from Barbarifrn i a 
Pradlice ftill kept up among the pyratic States of Barbary to its fulleft 
Extent by Sea, and probably among many Herds of Tartars and 
Arabian Banditti by Land. However, the known Exiftence and 
Originality of this favage Syftem will juftify the Gentoo Magiftrate 
of thofe ancient Periods in aflifting the Freebooters with his Advice, 
and participating in their Plunder, when, at that Time, fuch Expe* 
ditions were efteemed both legal and honourable. 

It is not neceflary, in an EBay like this, to attempt an Inveftiga- 
tion of every local Anomaly, or national Peculiarity, that may arife in 
the Courfe of this Work ; but merely to fpeak of fuch as Teem to • 
-contradid the general Opinions of Mankind, and to round off thofe 
barftier P'eatures of the Picture which appear unnatural, or diftorted, ,

CHAP., IX. From the moft diilant Ages the Afiatic World has 
obfcrvcd the Cuftom of employing Women trained up, and hired 
for the Purpofe to ling and dance at the public Fellivals and reli- 
gious Ceremonies. We find that, ** When David was returned 
from the Slaughter of the Philifiines, the Women came out of 
** all^he Cities of Ifrael Tinging and dancing to meet King Saul, 
** with Tabrets, with Joy, and with Inftruments of Mufic.” 

It is fiill an univerfal Pradice among the Gentoos, to entertain 
ja Number of fuch Women for the Celebration of their folemn 
Fellivals ; and in many Parts of the Deccan, a Band of them is 
kept in every Village at the public Charge, and they are frequently 
difpatched to meet any Perfon palling in a public Charader, ex- 
aftly conformable to the Reception of Saul by the Women of Ifrael. 
Probably their being expofed to general View and to a free Convcr- 
fation with Men (fo contrary to the Rcferve and Privacy of the 
reft of their Sex in Afia) firft betrayed them into Proftitution ; And 
in former Ages, a Proftitute fecms to have been by no Means fo 
defpicable a Charadlcr as at prcfcnt, fince one of the firft Adis of 
King SolomoA’s Governmcrtt that was thought worthy to be record- 
ed was a Decilion from the Throne, upon the Suit of two Harlots. 
Many States, even among the Moderns, have, found the Ne^llity 
well ^ Utility of tolerated Proftitution j they have difcpvere^

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it to be one of tbe irioft Methods far preserving the Peace 

of Families and the Health of Individuals; and Publick Stews have 
accordingly been licenfed under every Regulation that could be de- 
viled to obviate their probable ill EffeCls, and to Secure all their 
Advantages; fo; in Alia, the ProfeHion of Singing and Dancing 
by diftindt Sets or Companies naturally formed thefe Women into 
a Kind of Community. And as the Policy of a good Government

will always look with an Eye of Regard upon every Branch*of So- 
ciety, it was but juft and proper to ena«ft Laws for the Security and 
Protedlion of this Publick Body, as well as of the reft of the State, 
particularly as the Sex and Employment of thofe who compofed 
it rendered them more than ufually liable to Infult and ill 
Ufage. 

It can be no Objedlion to the Rules laid down in this Place, 
that the Language in which they are delivered is plain even to 
Groflhefs ; it is well known that the Ancients, even in their moft 
refined Ages, admitted a Freedom of Speech utterly incompatible 
with the Delicacy of modern Converfation, and that we are on that 
Account frequently much embarrafifed in tranflating even the moft

j^ROM Men of enlightened Underftandings and found Judgment, who, in 
dieir Refearches after Truth, have fwept from their Hearts theDuft of Ma- 
lice and OppoHtbn, it is not concealed, that the Contrarieties of Religion, and 
Diverlities of Belief, which arc Caules of Envy, and ofEnmity to the Ignorant, 
are irf* faA a manifefl; Oemonftration of the Power of the Supreme Being: 
For it is evident, that a Painter, by iketching a Multiplicity of Figures, and by 
arranging a Variety of Colours, procures a Reputation among Men; and a 
Gardener, for planting a Diverfity of Shrubs, and for producing a Number of 
difierent Flowers, gains Credit and Commendation} wherefore it is Abfurdity 
and Ignorance to view, in an inferior Light, him who created both the Painter 
and the Gardener. The truly Intelligent well know, that the Differences and 
Varieties of created Things are a Ray of His glorious Efience, and that the 
Contrarieties of Conftitutions are a Type of His wonderful Attributes} whofe 
complete Power formed all Creatures of the animal, vegetable and material 
World, from the four Elements of Fire, Water, Air and Earth, to be an Or- 
nament to the Magazine of Creations and whole comprehenlive Benevolence 
felc&ed Man, the Center of Knowledge, to have the Dominion and Authority 
over the reft } and, having beftowed, upon this favourite Objeft, Judgment and 

Underllanding, 



Underllanding, gave Him Supremacy over the Corners of the World ; and, 
when he had put into his hand the free Control and arbitrary Difpofal of all 
Adairs, He appointed to each Tribe its own Faith, and to every StSt its own 
Religion*, and having introduced a numerous Variety of Cafts, and a Multipli- 
city of different Cuftoms, He views in each particular Place the Mode of Wor- 
fliip refpeftively appointed to itj fometimes He is employed with the Attend- 
ants upon the Mofque, in counting the facred Beads} fometimes He is in the 
Temple, at the Adoration of Idols; the Intimate of the Muffuhhan, and the 
Friend of the Hindoo ; the Companion of t1ie Chriltian, and the Confidant of 
the Jew. Wherefore Men of exalted Notions, not being bent upon Hatred 
and Oppofuion, but confidering the colleded Body of Creatures as an Objeft 
of tire Power of the Almighty, by inveftigating the Contrarieties of SeA; and 
the different Cuffoms of Religion, have ftamped to themlelves a lading Rt- 
putation upon the Page of the World ; particularly in the extenfive Empire 
of Hindoftan, which is a mod delightful Country, and wherein are colle&ed 
great Numbers of Turks, of Perfians, of Tartars, of Scythians, of Euetpeans, 
of Armenians, and of Abydinians. And whereas, this Kingdom was the lot^ 
Refidence of Hindoos, and was governed by many powerful Roys and Rajahs, 
the Gentoo Religion became catholick and univerfal here*, but when it was 
afterwards ravaged, in ieveral Parts, by the Armies of Mahomedanifm, a 
Change of Religion took place, and a Contrariety of Cudoms arofe, and all 
Afifairs were tranfaded, according to the Principles of Faith in the conquering 
Par^, upon which perpetual Oppofitions were engendered, and continual 
Biffrrences in the Decrees of Juftice ; fo that in every Place the immediate 
Magtdrate decided all Cau(d according to his own Religion ; and die Laws 
of Mahomed were the Standard tff Judgment for the Hindoos. Hence 
Tetemr and Ccinfufion found a Way to all the People, and Jii^ice was not im- 
par^y admteiftdtd ; wherefore a Thot^ht fv^ggefted Hfidf to the Governor 
Oemn^ the HfhKfttniUe to invcftiface foe Prioc^des of

the Gentoe Religion, and to expire the Customs of the Hindoos, and tv 
procure a Tranllation of them in the Perfian Language, that they might bc> 
come univ^aily known by the Pi^&kuity of that Idiom, and a Book 
m^ht be compiled to preclude all fuch contradictory Decrees in future, 
and that, by a proper Attention to each Religion, Jultice iniglit take place 
impartially, according to the Tenets of every SeCt. Wherefore Bramins, 
learned in the Shafter (whofe Names are here fubjoined) were invited from 
all Parts of the Kingdom to Fort-William, in Calcutta, which is the Capital 
of Baikal and Bahar, and the mod; authentic^ Books, both ancient and 
modern, were collected, and the original Text, delivered in the Hindoo 
Language, was faithfully tranQated by the Interpreters into the Perfian Idiom. 
They began their Work in May, j 773, anfwering tp the Month ti8o 
(Bengal Style) andiinilhed it by the End of February, 1775, anfwering to 
the Month PJhrujoe/tf 1182 (Bengal Style.)

Account of the Creation* 


T he Principle of Truth, having firft formed the Earth, and the Heavens,, 
and the Water, and the Fire, and the Air, produced a Being, called 

Bumbat the Dmtab^, for the Creation of all Beings (Dewtab is that to which 
all offer their Worfhip) afterwards he created the Bramiu from his Mouth, 
the Cbebterte from his Arms, the Bice from his Thighs, and Sooder from his 
Feet: And he ordered Burmbd to complete the other Creations, and to fettle 
the feveral Employments refpe£lively of the Bramin, the Cbebteree, the J3/re, and 
the Sooder, that he had created ; and he committed the Government of all BeingS' 
vaBtembd^’^Btirmbd, according to Order, produced in the Worlil Mankind, and 
Beads innumerable, and Birds, and Vegetables, and all inanimate Things, apd 
Serpents of all Kinds and Varieties, and Piety, and Morality, and Judice, and 
Continence, and Lud, and Anger, and Avarice, and Folly, and Arrogance,, 
and Drunkennefs. And whereas the Bramn proceeded from the Mouth of the 
Principle of Truth, for this Reafon His Rank is the mod eminent; the Cbeb- 
teree fprung from his Arms, his Rank therefore is Second ; the Origin of the 
Bice is from the Thighs, and his Rank is the Third in Eminence; and the 
Seeder, who fprung from the Feet, is therefore the lead in Degree of them alL 
Burmbd fird fettled the Occupation of each of thefe Four Tribes; as that the 
Occupation of the Bramn fhould be to read the Beids, and other Sbajier, and 
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to teach the Shafter^ and to perform the Jugg and Worihip ; and to cauTe the 
Performance of the Poejeby i. e, the Worth ip to Dewtab^ and of the Jugg bf 
others^ and to perform and to accept theJDtfn (an Explanation of theTerms7«|^ 
and Don is to be found in .the Chapter of Inheritahk Property: ) Among thefe 
Occupations already dcfcribed. Three arc for their Subfiilencc and Support ; 
and Three for the Exercife of Piety; as for Indance, to caufe the Perform- 
ance of the Poyeh ?iu6Jugg of others ; and to inUrufl: Pupils, from whom forae 
Premium is received,; and to accept the Dan: Thefe Three Occupations are to 
be the Source of Subfidcaccto the Biamin-, and the other Three Occupations 
.are i'or the Exercile of his Piety. The Occupations of tlie Cbehteree are to learn 
;the Sciences, to perform the Ptojeh and Jugg^ to perform thc2)i», and, arming 
.himfelf with the Implements of War, to defend and fecure ^tReyotS", and for 
■Ids Subfiftencc, the Cbehteree lhall ferve in the Defence of the Rtyots-, the other 
'J’hrcc Occupations are for Exercilcs of Piety to the Cbehteree. To the Eke 
alfo, it was enjoined to learn the Sciences, and to perform the Dati and the Jugg^ 
and bcfides this, to him was permitted Commerce, and the .tending of Cattle, 
and Agriculture ; the Acqurfition of Science, and the Performance of the 
J\l» and arc for the Advancement of his eternal Happinefs; and Com- 
merce, and the lending of Cattle and Agriculture, arc for his Livelihood. The 
T ribe of ^otiAer ibaU be Servants to the Bratuin, the Cbehteree^ and the Bice. 

If a Brmhi cannot procure a Subfiftcnce by the Exercife of his own ap- 
pointed Occupations, he (hall earn a Livelihood by applying to the Occupa- 
tions of the Cbehteree: If alfo he falls to acquire a Subfidcnce from the Oc- 
cupations of the Cbehteree., he fhall exercife .thofe of the Bke', but of thofe Oc- 
xupaiiuns, he (hall Hrft apply -to the tending of Cattle, and to Commerce; if 
Trotu thofe aU'<>, he cannot earn his Support, he &all then betake himfelf to 
Agriculture. If a Brmnin applies himfelf to Commerce, he ilitll not fell eitJier 
, .or any Articles of Sweet, or of Bitter, or of Adringenr, or of Acid, ojr 
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VifttulSy or Stones, or Iron, or Animals, or Men, or Rrd Cotton Cloth, or Silk 
Pieces, or Blankets, or other Species of the fame Kind made of Sheeps Wool, 
or Camphire and other Aromaticks, or Honey, or Water, or Poifon, or Flefli, 
or Milk, or Tyer (Sour Cream) or C/ve, or bitter Oil, or Se/amim, or the Grais 
Kofe (which is a particular Species of Grafs) or Birds, or Wine, or Fifli, or 
Waxi but the Sefamiim, if it be produceil in Land belonging to the Bramin, he 
may fell on the fame Day that it is cleared from the Hulk, I'hc Cbtbteree^ if 
he cannot fubfill by his own proper Occupations, fliall exercife thofe of the 
Bice\ and if the Bice fails of a Subllftcnce from his own Occupations, he fhall 
apply to thofe of the Boeder \ and if the Boeder fails of a Livelihood, he fliall 
apply to Painting, or to Needle-Work, or fome other fuch Ivmployment ; In 
this Manner are their feveral Occupations divided and diflinguiflied from eacii 
other.— For fome Period after the Creation of the World, there was neither 
Magiftrate nor Punifhment ; and no Man committed Crimes, or exercileJ In- 
juftice and Opprelllon upon his Fellow Creatures', and the Reycts were nouriflicd 
with Piety and Morality; but, in prucefs of Time, Lull and Anger, and Ava- 
rice, and Folly, and Arrogance, and Drunkennefs, became fo predominant over 
the feveral Members of Men, that with-holding them from Aflions of Piety, 
they became the Guides to all Wickednefs ; and Men employed themfelves in 
all Occupations of Debauchery and Iniquity, and aflumed tlie Licentioufnefs 
of eating Things forbidden them to eat, and of uttering Words forbidden 
them to utter*, no Man regulated his A6lions in conformity to the Beidu nor 
walked in any Path but that of Sin. When fuch Iniquities firfl: began in the 
World, Burmbd having refleAed within himfelf, and having written in the Sbajter 
the Means for the Improvement of Mankind, and theBuftnefs of the Magiftrate, 
and the feveral Duties of the Bramin^ the Cbehteree^ the P/rr, and the Seader^ and 
the Proportions ofPunilhment to be infliAed onOffenders by the Magiftrate, and 
all other Affairs and Concerns, iffued bis Command to a Man named Beimjd^ 
a Chehterety to affume the Magiftracy, and to proteft the ReyotSy and to punilh 
the Guilty, according to the Ordinations of the Sbafieft to the end that Men

of an inhuman Difpofition plainly appeared} as fur InftancO} doriag hb Ghild#^ 
hood, at the Time of Play, he would bind the Children Hand and Foot, and 
throw them into deep Rivers, and would break Mens Pitchers.,, and 
himfclf in all fuch Kind of foolilh and unworthy Occupations } the R^ets of 
the Kingdom, delponding under his Injuftice and Oppreffion, came before his. 
Father, who was the Magidrate, and folicited Redrefs} the Father on hearing^ 
this Account of the eternal Injudrice and perpetual Innovations of his Son, and 
not being able to retrain him, departed into the Defart: The Kingdom being 
thus left without a Magtftrate, the Bramins conftituted Bein to the Magiftracy:- 
This unworthy Perfon, thus becoming the MagiRrate, ifTued a Proclamation 
throughout his Kingdom, that no Man (hould perform the Jvsgt or the Boojeh, 
or any fuch Works of Piety} and that whoever executed Juftice fbould receive 
feverc Punilbment: Upon this Intelligence ihiBramivs went to him, and gave 
him many Sermons ioS Advice, and manyLeflures of Admonition, telling him,

** that the Duty of a Magiftraie was to caufe Exercites of Piety to be performed 
throughout his Kingdom } and that he who caufed any ObRruAion or Oppofi.- 
tion to Good Works would go to GebetmumyzxvX that if the Magiftrate did not 
proteA and comfort the Rt^ets^ it would be tite Caufe of his Kingdom’s De* 
Rru&ion. if the Magiftrate defer ts the Exercife of Piety, How can it be, that 
thej?<>vrs (hould employ themfelves in good A61ions? In that Cafe, Men will take

defift from thefe impiousPrafticeSi.'* Sax aniwered, ** Theft your Admonitions' 
are not profitable for me, neither do 1 approve of theft Speeches } let us fee, 
finee the Tribe of Parras Suxitr is produced, what its Religion and Manners 
muft be; the Brimau alBi^ted and difgufied departed to their own Habitations v 
and that opprefiive Magiftrate, fending for a Woman of the Bramin Caft, had 
carnal Conn^km with her, and from thence a Son was born; and in the fame 
Manner, from the Conjunftiem of Men of one Tribe with Women of a difier- 
ent Tribe, many Sons and manyDaughten came into Exigence } and from the 
Connexion of a Man o£ the Bice with a Woman of the i'eo^ Cafi, the Child 
that was bm-n, his Tribe is called Kerrum or Koit i and from a Man of the 
Bramin and aWoman of rhsBice Caft fprung the Tribe of Jmbujht at Bade, and 
Kundeb-hentik or Druggifts, and the Tribe of Kunkar or ArtiBcers in Kafeb', 
and Kafeb is a Mixture of Copper and Arzeez', and the Tribe of Suakabkarar 
Artificers in Smkab (or Sea Shells) and the Women wore Smkbib upon their 
Hands ; theft Four Tribes were produced : And from a Man of the Cbeb^ 
uree and a Woman of the Seeder Caft fprung the T ribe of Okeree, and the Tribe 
fA He/am (Barbers) and the Tribe of Moduck, i. e. Sellers of Candy, were de- 
rived} and from a Man of the Soeekr and a Woman of the Cbthteree Caft fprung 
the Tribe of Kjmbelkat, i. e. Keidlot Potters, and the I'ribe of 'Punter ha, i. e. 
Weavers, and theTribe of Gbermkdr, ie. Smiths, and cfaeTribe of Deft-, and from 
a Man of the Biee and a Woman of the CbebtereeCeA are derived the I'ribe of 
t. e. Foitune-Tclkrs, and the Tribe of Keep’, and from a Man of the

of ^ukkehy^t i, e. Carpenters, and the Tribe of Rujuk, or Wafhersi and from 
a Man of the Amhufi)t and a Woman of the Bice Cafl: the Tribes of Shemmkar, 
or Goldfmiths, and of Sboheruu-heneik, or Soonar Buneeab i and from a Man 
of the Keep and a Woman of the Bice Caft were derived the Tribes of Teilkar, 
i. e. Sdiers of Oil, and of Mbeir-, and from a Man of the and a Woman 
of the Seoder Caft fprung the Tribe of Dheiier or Juhfd, and the Tribe of 
Sboondruk or Seendrie } and from a Man of the M^kdr and a Woman of the 
Seoder Caft fprung the Tribe of lidtt or Dancers, and the Tribe of Sbaruk\ 
and from a Man of the Mdgdeh and a Woman of the Seeder Caft arofe the 
Tribes of Seeker and Jdleik. Thefe Tribes bear the middle Rank of the Tribes 
of the Burrttn Sit^Ur, 

From a Man of the Goldlinith and a Woman of the Ambuflit Caft fprung 
the Tribe of Mukkerrheei and from a Man of the Sboherun-heneik and aWoman 
of the Bade Caft fprung the Tribe of Keoreebdi and from a Man of the Seeder 
and a Woman of the Bramm Caft was derived the T ribe of Cbenddl\ and from 
aMan of the Ahbeir and a Woman of the Keep Caft Iprung the Tribe of Bereor\ 
and from a Man of the Abbdr and a Woman of the Bice Caft was propagated 
the Tribe olSf'tAkek^ and Cberml^, i.e. Shoemakers; and from a Man of the

The Explanation of Deep is this : Deep lignifies Land ; and on every Side 
«f each Deep is the Sumeder, or Main Ocean i and the Length and Breadth of 
this Deep, which is called Jumboe, is One Hundred Thoufand of Joojun, or 
Four Hundred Thouland Cofe ; and the Length and Breadth of the Second 
Deep, is twice as much as that of this Deep ; and that of the Third Deep, Four 
Times as much •, and that of the Fourth, Eight Times as much } and that of 
the Fifth, Sixteen Times as much ; and that of the Sixth, Thirty-two Times 
as much } and that of the Seventh, Sixty-four Times as much, ilnd from a 
Man of the Deieel, and a Woman of the Bice Caft was derived the Tribe of 
Gung, or Aftronomers, and the Tribe of Bdduk, i. e. the Tribe of Bailee, and 
the Tribe of Poolund, and the Tribe of Powukkujb, and the Tribe of Kehfi, and 
the Tribe of Jelmn, and the Tribe of Sbookeb, and fuch Kind of Tribes, called 
Mabtcb : Mtbub are fuch Tribes as eat forbidden Food, and to whom per- 
mitted and forbidden Meats arc equal : Thele Iprung from the Members of 
the tyrannick Beat.

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The Sraminsy upon Intelligence of all this, execrating the oppreflive MagH^- 
trate with internal Hatred, pot him to Death : When the Kingdom was thus 
without a Magidrate, the Bramins rubbed his two Hands, and from his Right* 

Hand produced a Son, by Name Pert-hoo^ armed and drefled in the Arms and*

Habiliments of War, and well fkilled in the Science of War, and a Pundit in the 
Shfffter, and in Form and Shape like to the Dewtabi and from his i eft-Hand- 
they raifed a Daughter, and this Daughter they married to P'ert-boOy and raifed’ 
him to the Magidracy*, and Pert-boo was very juft, and protected his Subjc&s, 
and carefled titc peaceable, and punilhed the oppreOive, and behaved withRefpeCt 
and Regard towards the Bramins, and employed himfclf laudably in all fuch 
Kind of good Actions, in conformity to the Sbafter : Then all the People, 
both great and mean, were employed in Works of Piety, and the Kingdom 
enjoyed Comfort and Tranquillity. The Bramins, having expreffed their Praifes 
and Approbation, took their leave. Pert-boo, fulfilling the Offices of Fidelity 
and good Intention, governed the Kingdom with Juilice and Equity; but his 
Mind remained embarrafled and uneafy ; wherefore he fummoned the Bramins, 
and inquired of them, flying, “ I cxcrcife the Magidracy, and proteCt the 
eycts, according to the Sbajler ; tell me tliercfore. What is the Caufe that my 
Mind is didurbed, and why are the Reyets of the Kingdom in Poverty 
The Briimins anfwcrcd, “ Your Father carried Injudice and Works of Iniquity 
to the lad Extremity ; infomuch that the Tribes of Burrun Bunker originate 
from him : Anti whereas he would liden to none of the Cautions that were 
given him ; from the Enormity of his Crimes, the Kingdom is become ripe 
for Difobedience ; on this Account, the Fruits of the Earth are produced in 

](Ts rU nty, and the R^ots alfb are ftricken with Poverty ; and this likewife

is the Caufe of the Vexations of your noble Difpofition.” Pert -boo, em hear* 
ing this Account, faid to the Bramins, *'• Now, therefore, How ihall I aCf, and 
what Remedy can I apply to this ? Shall I put the Tribes of Bnrrm Sttnker 
to Death ? Tell me what is moft advifable.” The Bramins, upon Cpn- 

fultatioi^ 
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fidmlon, and mutual Conicnt among themicl\rcs, replied, The Tribes of 
Bkmm StaAeft fuch as they now are, let them remain : And be it cautioully 
o b fer v e d , and provided for, that, exclufive of theic, no other new Tribes of 
Bmrwi Sunker may be produced. It is not right to put thefe to Death i but 
you muft appoint them their feveral Occupations, and diredl: them to the 
Exercile of Piety; neither (hall they be difobedient to your Commands: 
Whofbever controverts your Orders fhall be accounted criminal, and 
worthy of Death : A£t therefore as your Underftanding directs.** This 
juft Magiftrate therefore fummoned all the Tribes of Burrun Sunker before 
him, and faid to them, “ Wherefore are your Forms fo vile ; your Bodies fo 
emaciated and diigufting; your Cloaths (b inconvenient, fo coarte and fo 
ragged?” They anfwered, What Manner of Speech is this? Our Forms 
are the fartheft from vile ; and our Drefs is elegant ; and our Bodies are plump' 
and healthy : Are you not poflcllcd of Sight ? Our Origin is from the Prac»> 
tices of your Father ; Burmbiy is not of fuperior Rank to us.” The Bramins^. 
who were in the Magiftrate’s Prefence, fmiled at thefe Expreflions ; but the 
juft Magiftrate was incenfed at the Speeches of thefe diforderly Wretches ; and 
the Servants, according to his Order, bound and beat them. The T ribes of 
Burrun Sunker^ now reduced to Extremity, fought for Pity, and implored 
Pardon for their Offences, faying, “ We will be obedient to your Commands ; 
a(ft therefore as to you fhall feem moft proper, to change our vile and wretcli* 
ed Appearance to Neatnefs and Elegance : Appoint us alio our Occupations 
and fettle our Burrun^ or Peculiarity, and Property of Tribes.” Pert-beo^ upon 
this, addrefled himfelf to the Bramins, laying, “ You are PundUsy and leameth 
and wife; cenftitute therefore to each of thefe, according to their fevcral Abi- 
lities, an Occupation and a Tribe.” In Obedience to the Order of this juft 
Magiftrate, the Bramins faid to them, ” You are of the Cafts of Seoder ; let. 
each Ferfon amcmg you declare what Employment he is willing to exrrciie.? 
On hearing this, the Tribe of Kerrun ftrft ftepprd foi th, and addrefled them,, 
faying, “ We are altogether ignorant and foolifli ; what Petition can we 

make.

The Bramm then 
faid to Ktrruny “ Do you exercife the Pro&iTion of Writing and Reading; and 
find Employment in the Service of the Magilbrate.” Next ftood up the Tribe 
V Aa^ufiity to whom was given the Shiver of Phyfick. Afterwards came 
Ktmdeb bmikyto him was allotted the Occupation of Druggift. Then appeared 
;the Tribe . of Kuiikjry to him it was allotted to makeVelTcls of Brafs* and Kafeby 
and Copper, and all fuch Kind of Things.r Next appeared the Tribe of 
.Sfmkebk^y to whom it was given to w;ork in Sunkba or Sea Shells. Afterwards 
came the Tribe of Ooktrtty to him was allotted the Occupation of War, Then 
.the Tribe of Ilejamy to whom Hejmitt or the Profellion of Barber was condgned. 
Next came the Tribe of Moduky into his Hands was put the Pieparation of 
Confer ionary. After thofe the T ribe of Kombebkary to whom was appointed 
tlie Bufiners of making eardten Vefiels. Then came the Tribe of Tunterbay to 
weave Cloth became his Occupation. Next appeared Ghermkary the Formation 
of all Inftruments of Iron became his Employment. After that came the Tribe 
of Magdeby to whom the Bramm faid, ** Do you make W ar your Occupation.” 
They anfwered, We are not able to follow the Employment of War; except 
this, order us whatever Occupation you choole.” The Bramins returned Anfwer, 
** You (hall then difplay the Characters and good Qualities of the People, 
and (hall write the fame, and carry it about from Kingdom to Kingdom, and 
give Intelligence ; Defeription flxall be your Employment.” Then came the 
Tribe ofKa^p, his Employment was appointed to take care ofAccompt Books. 
Afterwards came the Tribe of Berree, to whom it was allotted to raid; the Pdan 
Of B.ctle Plant. Afterwards appeared. the T ribe of RuJJhoty the Care of Horles 

becanan 
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became bis Emplo^. Next Hood fortk jthe Tribe of Malikary to fell Flowers 
beoMTie bis <|ci»ifaiid(a^ Theit'Camii&itlWt THbeof tamkdty to fell the Beetle- 
Not becan^ bis BJ|tiplof . Altmrards appeared the Tribe of TumMee, his 
Ocettpation it became to fell the Beetle Plant.' Then came the Tribe of 
T ukkefyab, to him it wasalbtted to cutWood and to fplitTimber, and to prepare 
ail Manner of Articles in Wood. Next came the Trite of Rujttky to him was 
appointed the Employment of Sewing Cloaths. Then came the Tribe of Sher- 
n<»it/rr,tohimwas given to malcejewellery. Next appeared thcTrite oiSbooberuu* 
hmdky to him was allotted the Occupation of PerrikhaySy ot Trial of Gold and 
Silver. Then came the Tribe of ‘teilkeo'y to whom it was given to make and to 
fell Oil. Afterwards appeared theTribc of Di»«^rr, whole Occupation it became 
to catch Filh. Then the Trite of Natty whofc Occupation it became to dance. 
Afterwards the Tribe of Cbendal appeared, the Occupation of feeding Dogs and 
Afles was given to it} and its Habitation fhall be without tiieTown, and it lhall 
take the Cloaths of dead Perlbn*, and (hall call out the Bodies of fuch as die 
without Heirs } and whomfoever the Magidrate orders to be put to Death, this 
Tribe lhall put the condemned Perfon to Death accordingly.

Then flood up the Tribe of Baduk, Drum- beating, and 
Playing on otherMulical Inferuments, was given to it for an Occupation. Next 
came the Tribe of Pewukkujhy to him was given the Employment of flaying wild 
Beads. 


Alc this preceding Explanation is to make manifefe the Reafon of the flrfl; 
Inditution of the Sbafiery and the Caufe of the Superiority of one Tribe over 
anotlicr. 

The feveral Jxriwe Words, which are adopted in dtis Account of the CrtatioHy 
except the Appellations of the Tribes of the Burrun Snnker, are all explauied in 
the different Chapters and Se^ions where they occur.

P ROVIDENCE created the Magiftrate for the Guardianihip of all. 

The Magiftrate muft not be confidered as a mere Man; even in theCafe of 
the Magiftrate being a Child, he muft ftill be looked upon in the Light of the: 
Dtv}tab\ inTrmh, the Magiftrate is the Dewtab in a human Form, bom in this 
World: The Magiftrate muft never be held low and contemptible; if anyPerfon 
conceives the Magiftrate to be mean and abjefb, fuch Perfon the Magiftrate 
deftroys, together with all his Effefts and Property ; and to whomfoever the 
Magiftrate behaves with Refpedt and Kindnefs, fuch Perfon’s Eftefts and Pro- 
perty become exteiiGve; and againft whomfoever he is enraged, that Perlbn 
dies; and whoever vilifies and abufes the Magiftrate fports with his own Life. 
Providence created Puniflimcnt for the Prefervation of the Magiftracy ; if the 
Magiftrate inflifis Puniftiment according to x^SbaJier^ his Subjects are obedient 
to his Commands; if he omits to puniih according to the Sbafter, his Kingdom 
and his Property become ruined and defolate. 

For Four Months the Magiftrate (hall not colled Tribute from the Sub- 
jeds, but fliall give them free Agency; and endeavour, by promoting their Sa- 
tisfaction and Content, to caufe them to cultivate and improve their Lands: 
Duiing the remainingEight Months, he (hall coiled the fettled yearly Tribute; 
and (hall appoint Hiranths and Spies through his Kingdom, to iniped s^hat 
Employment each Peribn purfues, ami if Tranquillity is preferved; and when 
Men are guilty of Crimes, he (hall caufe them to be (eized; and, becoming- as 
inexorable as the Kingdom of Death, (hall inBid Punilhment on them : Such 
gootl Works kt theMagUlrant pn^iie; and let him addrels the People in kind 
and affedionate Terms, th^ they may all be contented and thankful tmder him « 

and 
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«nd let Kim be £»rmidabley that his Enemy may not be able to come into 
Kia Peefence) let hkptlMlo be{iatiei^ and'fi>rbearia^^ and fupport the Burthens 
of all his People. 

Tne Magiftrate fhall caule to be made for himlelf a round Ct^-ber^ orUni' 
brella of the Feathers of the Bird Lut^ or of Peacocks Feathers. 

Whoever is of laudable Principles and acute Judgment, and of good 
Aftions, and of right Opinions, and a Man of Rank, and of Courage, and a 
Commender of what is laudable, and with whom the RqoIs are contented, and 
who is delcended from a Father and Anceftors, who were Counfellors to the 
Magiftrate, of fuch Perfons the Magiflrate fhall conflitute Seven or Eight 
Counfellors to himlelf. 

Whoever has Memory to retain what he hears, and who fpeaks fo Intelli- 
^bly that no Doubt of his Meaning arifes in his Audience, and who is a Man- 
of good Actions, and not of profligate Habits, and who keeps in Subjeflion 
his LuR, his Anger, his Avarice, his Folly, his Drunkennefs, and his Pride, 
and is a Man well inftru6led in Science, fuch Perfon the Magiftrate fhall con* 
ftitute his Leekbuk or and Writer.

(hall mod: certainly appoint them Subfiftence and Cloathing, 

Whomsoever the Magiftrate (hall retain as a Servant, he (hall appoint him 
n Stipend proportionably to his Occupation, that he may not be reduced to 
NcccITity and Diftrefs. 

The Magiftrate (hall keep the High-Road open and plain, that Men and 
Cattle m.'iy have fufticient Room to pafs and repals^ and (hall place in fome 
retired Situation his Store-Houfes, and Elephant Stalls, and Armories, and 
Stables, and Barracks for the Soldiers. 
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The Magiftrate fhall keep many intelligent Pliyficians, and Magicians (or 
Men who cure by Spells) and Surgeons, i. e. Men flcilied in Operations of 
Surgery, and in applying Plaillersi and he lhall keep great Quantities of Medi< 
cines, and of Oils of all Kinds in thePhylick Shop; and fhall retain in his Ser- 
vice a great Number of Buffoons, or Parafites, and Jellers, and Dancers, and 
Athleticks ; and he fhall render all his Servants, both Counfellors and other 
tendants, contented and grateful. 

If the Magiftrate cannot punifli Robbers and Night Murderers, and is 
unable, by apprehending the Thief, to reflore Effefts dolcii from any Perfon, 
then he lhall give to that Perfon, from his own Storc-Houfes, the Value of tlie 
Thing fo flolcn. 

SvcH Things as are not proper for him to take, he fhall not take on any 
Pretence; and of fuch Things as arc right and proper for him to lake, even 
although they arc exceedingly minute, he fliall not forego bis Claim : And 
he Hull efteem the Suhjefts in the Light of his own Children. And if any 
Calamity Ihould happen to the Magiftrate, yet he muft not be terrified, nor 
remain afflifled, even during the Calamity. Alfo he mull becafy and tranquil ; 
but mull not take any Diverfions. 

TtiE Magiflratc fliall not be impatient and angiy at htarir.g any Subjed's 
Complaints ; and if any Perfon, not having gained his Caule, fpeaks abufively 
to the Magiflratc, even then he lhall not be enraged againfl that Perfon, but 
fhall forgive his Error. Upon performing the Jttgg and Poojeby and odicr 
pious Ceremonies, he fhall give to the Bramins the Duchneb, i. e. the Wages 
for the Performance of the and Peejeb, and lhall not require ouglit from 
any Perfon.

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The Magiftrate (hall take all prudential Mcafurcs in his own Kingdom, 
that no Pcrfon commit Adultery with another Perfon’s Wife, and that no 
Pcrfon have Power to commit any Violence to another. And every Magiftrate 
who caules the guilty to be puniftied is commendable. 

The Magiftrate ftiall colleft from the People the neceflary Tribute} and 
lhall never commit Injuftice •, and (hall liften upon all Affairs to fuch Men as 
are pofiefted of an acute Judgment, and who are very expert in all Affairs. 

If a Plunderer fhould attack the Magiftrate's Kingdom, and grievoufly 
moleft the People, the Magiftrate fhall moft furely punifli him; if he does 
nor, he is unworthy of the Magiftracy. And a M.ngiftrate, who, without 
protefling and taking care of the Subjedfts, collefls the accuftomed Tribute 
from tliem, will go to Hell. 

T HE Magiftrate fhall keep fuch a guard upon himfelf, that his Foibles may- 
never be difeovered } and, by fending Hircarrabs and Spies, he fhall inform 
himfelf of the Faults of others. 

If a Burrut, i. e. a Religious Foundation, hath been appointed to any 
BramiHy or other Pcrfon, being a ftipulated Sum for the Performance of Poojcb 
to the Dejttjh, the Magiftrate has no Power to refume the Donation. Who- 
ever refumes the eftablifhcd Burrut of a Bramin and the Dewtab^ or of any 
other Pcclbn, will remain ia Hell One Thoufand Years. 

In a Kingdom,wherc Men of Rank cat in the Houfes of Proftliutes, or have 
carnal Connexion with Proftitutes, or praflife the drinking of Wine, fuch 
Kingdom becomes defulate } therefore it is the Duty of the Magiftrate to 
appoint Perfons to prohibit fuch PraAices.

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If a Magiilrate, not diftinguifhing between good and bad Men, takea 
Fines, in contradi&ion to the Sbafictt his Kingdom becomes defolatc. 

If a Thief, or any other Perfon within the Obiervation of the Magiftrate, 
and of the Magiftrate*s Counfellors, Hiould caufe any Moleftation to the Peo- 
ple, and the Magiftrate and his Counlellors ftiould not punilh die Offender, 
fuch Magiftrate and Counfellors, during their Life-time, are like dead Perlbns. 

The Magiftrate, at what Time he is deftrous to confiilt with his Counfel- 
lors, (hall choofe a retired Place, on theTop of the Houfc, or on the Top of a 
Mountain, or in the Defart, or fbmc fuch fccret Recefs, and (hall hold his 
Council there ; and in Places where there are Parrots, or other talkative Birds, 
he lhall not hold his Council while they are prelent. 

The Magiftrate lhall not take Counfei of a weak old Man, or of aWoman, 
or of a Perfon unacquainted with Works of Piety. If any Perfon, exclufive 
of the Magiftrate’s Counlellors, is acquainted with the Defigns of the Magif- 
trate, his Magiftracy is Aot of a long Duration.

SECT. I. 

Of InUreJl* 


If a liOan be granted upon a Pledge to a Man of the Bramin Caft, the 
Monthly Inicreft fliall be One Part in Eighty upontlit Principal^-at-thn Rate, 
if the Principal be Eighty Rupees, the Intereft {hall be One Rupee per Month. 

If a Loan be granted upon Security to a Bramin^ Firft, One Part in 
Eighty upon the Principal is allowed, that is to fay, One Rupee, and alfo One 
Eighth of One Eightieth of the Principal, which upon Eighty Rupees 
amounts to Two Annas j thefe Two Sums are to be added together for the 
Monthly Intereft, fo that, upon a Principal Debt of Eighty Rupees, the whole 
Intercft at this Rate is Two Rupees Two Annas per Month. 

If a Loan be granted to a Bramin without Pledge or Security, the Monthly 
Intercft fliall be Two per Cent. 


Jr 
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Ir a Loan be granted to a Man of the Chebteret Caft, in that Calc, where a 
Brai^ pays Inteteft One Rupee, the Cbtbttree lhall pay One Rupee Eight 
Annas; where the Bramin is charged One Rupee Two Annas, his Inteteft 
ihall be One Rupee Eleven Annas; and in the place of Two Rupees, the 
Cbebteree lhall give Three. 

If a Loan be granted to a Man of the Biu Caft, he lhall be charge double 
the Intereft of a Bramin. 

If a Loan be granted to a Man of the Seeder Call, in that Cafe, where the 
Bramin pays Intereft One Rupee, the Seeder lliall pay Two Rupees Eight 
Annas; in the place of One Rupee Two Annas, he lhall give Two Rupees 
Tliirteen Annas; and inftead of Two Rupees, he lhall be charged Five. 

It Is allowed the Tribe of Bice to charge Intereft, at the Rates herein al- 
ready fp.;cified, inTimes cither of publick Calamity, or of publick Profperity. 

Ai-so it is allowed the Bramin^ the Cbebteree^ and ilie Seeder, in Times of 
Calamity, to demand the above Intereft. 

But in Times of Profperity, it is criminal in the Bramin, the Chebierce, and 
the Seeder, to charge Intereft at thefc Rates.

Explanation of the various Denominations of lnterejl.i which 

are af Six Sorts, 

The Firft is Kau~ee kau, fo called, when Money is lent upon a ftipulated 
Intereft, with Agreement to be paid yearly. 

R 
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Thz Second li JOm- let- kaUf fo called, when, according to the . Rate or tK 
Agreement, Interefl; is to be paid monthly. 

Thb Third is Cbitkerbardehtt^ fo callecV when, upon a Dcbtm^s Inability to 
pay the Intereft upon his original Debt, the Principal and Arrears of Interefl: 
are added together, and Intereft commences upon the aggregate Sum. 

The Fourth is CerUe-au^ fo called, when, in Times of Calamity, the Bor- 
rower voluntarily agrees to advance the Rate of Intcreft, which he mull pay. 
accordingly. 

T HE Fifth is SeekbaubirJebce, fo called, when, according to the Rate of the - 
Agreement, IntereA is to be paid daily.. 

The Sixth is Bhook Labkeh, fo called, .when a Creditor receives a FroHt upon 
any Thing delivered over to him as a Pledge j as for Initance,.. when a Man 
pledges with another any domeflick Animals, asKine, Buffaloes, Goats, Horfes,.. 
Camels, Elephants, tfr. or Fruit Trees, as Mango Trees, Jacks, Cocoa Trees, 
Beetle, or Houfes, or tilled Land, or Womens Ornaments, or Pots, or 
Cloaths, or Mats, Carpets, fc?f. if they be applied to Uie, and it be agreed, 
between thofeTwo, that the Produce, or Ufufrud of die Pledge, lhall apper^ 
tain to the Creditors,, in lieu of Imcrcft. 

In Times of publick Calamity, either of the Four Tribes of Bramitiy Cbeb^ 
ieriSy ^cedery or likCy may receive intereft, at the Rate of One Part in Eighty, 
being One Rupee (as hath already bc;n herein explained in a feparatc Article) 
by either of the Three Mo.ics of Kju ee tiu, Kau~let-kauy and Chickerberdebee. 


Either 
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. ' EiTHSR in proiperous or calamitous Times, it Is criminal for either of thele 
Four Calls, except only the Bice, to exa£l Interefl, by either of the Three 
Methods of Certee-au, Seekbauherdebett or Bbeok Uhbtb. 

It is lawful for the Tribe of Bice to receive Interefl by either of the Three 
Modes of Cortee~aUi Seekbauherdebeei and Bboek Labheb^ in Times of Calamity, 
but in a profperous Seafon criminal. 

Ip a Creditor hath received no Interefl upon his Money for Fifty Months, 
and if flill a longer Time fhould elapfe, yet the Arrears of Interefl lhall rife 
no higher than to double the Principal} and the Four Modes of Certee-au^ 
Kau-ee-kau, Kau ke-kaUy and Cbickerierdebeey may be applied to collcfl the In* 
terefl upon this double Principal. 

If Interefl, by the Two Modes of Setkbaubtrdehee znA Bbeok Labbd\ hath 
been paid for a very confiderable Time, yet there fltall be no Keleafe from it,, 
until the Principal Debt be difeharged. 

Neither of the Three Tribes, Bramitiy ChebtereOy or Seeder y but only the 

'■«, lhall receive Interefl by thefe Six Methods in Times of Profperity. 

There i-s a Tribe, denominated Burrun SufikeVy compofed cf fuch wliofc 
Father and Mother, being of Two dilTerent Tribes, have begotten Childrens 
if a Man of this Call fhould borrow Money, he lhall pay One Part in Sixteen 
upon the Principal} at this Rate, the Interefl upon One Rupee is One Anna. 

If a Creditor, by violent Means, caufes his Debtor to agree to an increafed 
Rate of Interefl, the Agreement lhall not be valid. 
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Ir a Man borrows Money without a Pledge given, the Son of his Grandfon 
ihall not pay the Debt. 

If a Man borrows Money upon a depolited Pledge, the Son of his Grandfon 
mull difcharge the Debt. 

If a Man borrows Money without ftipulated Intereft, and upon the 
Demand of his Creditor goes abroad, without fufHcient Reafon, and a Call of 
Bufuiefs, or lurks fecretly in his own Houfe, fraudulently contriving Means 
to delay and to refufe Payment, in that Cafe, after Three Months, Intereft 
upon the Debt fliall commence from the Beginning of the Fourth Month; 
but if the Debtor goes abroad upon real and necellary Occalions, he (hall pay 
Interell, after the Expiration of One Year. 

‘If a Man borrows Jewels, Pearls, Coral, Silver,'Gold, Cotton, or Cloaths 
made of Silk or of Goats Hair, and any conliderable Time elapfe without 
Repayment, yet Ihall the Intereft upon fuch a Debt arife no higher than to 
double the Principal. 

If a Man, having purchafed Goods upon Credit, fraudulently goes abroad 
without Payment, or conceals himfelf in his own Houfe, and, by prevaricating 
Etccufcs and Delays, continues to with-hold the Purchale>Money, in that Ca(e, 
after Six Months are clapfed, Intereft Ihall be accounted due from the Beginning 
of the Seventh; if the Purchafer is called abroad by his neceftary Bufinefs, he 
Hull pay Intereft, after the Expiration of One Year. 

Tf a Man hath committed ought to the Charge of another, who, on Appli- 
cation for the Return of the Truil, fraudulently abfeonds on a Journey, or if 

: leaves not his own Houle, but by Exculcs a»id Prevarications detains the 

Charge 
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Charge ia his own Poflcfllon, in that Cale, if Six Months elapfc fro>ti the Time 
of Ibeh- Ap{>Hctti9% hb flUffi bt charged Intcreft from the Beginning of the 


ScpposE a Man to borrow a Quantity of the Grain, called SlMee 

upon this Agreement, that, at the Time of the PadJes Harveft, he will make 

an equitable and equivalent Return, in that Cale, if, at the Time of Payment, 

Grain be fomething cheaper than when it was borrowed, he lhall pay double 

the Quantity V if it be much fallen in Price, he lhall pay Three Times as 

much; if it be Rill cheaper, Fotir-fbld*, and if its Value be exceedingly 

reduced, he lhall return Five Times the Quantity lent him, and this Filth 

Increafe he lhall never be obliged to exceed j if the Price, at the Time of Re-

payment bo rifen, with refpeA to the Time of borrowing, the Btamin fliall pay 
for>Intereft Two in One Hundred Parts, the Cbebtcrce Three in One Hundred 
Parts, the Bice double of the Bramhf and the Soeder Five Parts in One Hundred. 

If a Man borrows Cocoa-Nut Oil, or any fpirituous Liquors, or Gbee, and 
returns it not in Fifty Months, he lhall then repay Eight Times the original 
Qiiantity. 

If a Man borrows Millc, Woollen Cloth, Perpets, SbaziB, or TapeRry, and 
Carpets made of any Hair butthatof Sheep, and returns it not in Fifty Months, 
he lhall then repay P'ive Times the original Quantity. 

IP any Man barrows any Kind of Cloths (butthofe made of Silk) Iron, 
Copper, Talc, Brals, White Copper, Pewter, Tin, and Metals of this Kind, 
except Gold and Silver, and returns them not in Fifty Months', he lhall theri 
repay Three Times as much.

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If a Man borrows any Kind of Grain* exc<^ Paddeet as Wlieat, Small 
Grim, Barley* and fuch Kinds of Grain, or Lentils, Gfdmt Muftard Seed* or 
Kmjudy and fuch other Produce of Tillage, and returns it not in Fifty Months, 
he ihall repay it Four-fold. 

If a Man borrows Green Herbs, fuch as Cabbage, Lettuce, (^e. and repays 
t^em not in Fifliy Months, he (hall repay them Five>fold. 

Ip a Man borrows Sugar Canes, and returns them not in Fifty Months, 
he ihall then repay Six Times the Quantity. 

If a Man borrows the Juice of the Sugar Cane, the better Sorts of Flow- 
ers, or of Fruits, Ginger, Radilhes, Potatoes, or Yam, or any other ,of thofe 

t 

Herbs whofe Root is in common Ufe, whatever Quantity he borrowed, he 
ihall return Three Times as much.

If dried Grafs, Fuel Wood, Bricks, or Leaves, or Things made of Leather, 

y 

or Bone, or Scimitars, Spears, Daggers, Muikets, and this Kind of warlike 
Inftruments, or dried Flowers, or Fruits of the ivoift ' Species, be borrowed, 
and not repaid in Fifty Months, yet no Interei): is to be given on them^ but 
if it be originally ftipulated, it Ihall be paid. ^ 

If a Man fells Goods without receiving immediate Payment, and, upon 
Demand made for the Money, the Purchafer puts him off with frivilous Delays, 
cither ftaying at his own Houfe, or going abroad, without fufficient Reafon, 
jntereft ihall commence upon the Debt from the Beginning of the Fourth 
Month. ' 


If 
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a hired ^Servant hadi t^h a long Time without receiving his Wages, yet

he ihiin not demand fhtereft upon them, unlefs it Ue originally fo ftipulated. 


Ir a Man hath agreed to pay another a certain Fine on any Account, and a 
long Time elapfe without Payment, he lhall not give Intereft, unlefs it be Part 
of the original Agreement 


If a Man hath prefented another with any Thing in the way of Friendlhip, 
wliich Prefent the Accepter neither takes to his own Houfe at the Time it is 
given, nor doth the Donor fend it to him, yet (hall no Interefl; be paid upon 

the Gift thus with-held, unlefs by a prior Agreement 

, ( 

' If a Man hath given another any Thing by way of Recompenfe, which, after 

, f 

being accepted by the Perfon to whom it is offered, is yet detained at; the 
Donor’s Houfe, and not delivered on Demand, Intereit lhall be paid upon its 
Value. 


If a Man, in a friemRy Manner, hath appVed to hia own Ufe any Tbing.of 
the feparate jprppcrty of his Wife, on returning, it, he IbiU give an Inter^i^, 
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nether with the Principal i and if a Map, by foncible Means, hath t^n ought 
belonging to his Wife, and doth not pay her both Principal and Intereft, the 
Magiftrate of the Time dull oblige him to juy Xncereft and Principal, and Hull 
alfodnehim. 


If a Man ha^ expended, on friendly T^s, any, ef his Wife’s Pfupeity, 


and dies before he makes it good, his Son (hall pay the Principal fo borrowed, 
but without Intereft.

If a Man uSers to difcharge a and tlie Cret&w will not aecept Paf- 
mcnty be Oi^L not pay Intereft upon the Debt, aftet Hich aa.'Ofier, ttak£> it be 
previoufly ftipulated.

If a Man, who has agreed to dilburle a certain Sum far the Expences of a, 
^Tarriagc, or a Marriage Portion, pays it not for a confiderabk Time, he ihait 

not pay Intereft upon that Sum, unlefs according to previous Agreement.

If a Man hath depofited a Pledge, and the Creditor pofTeiTing fuch Pledge 
applies it to his own Ufes, or breaks it, or it be llolen from his Houfe, in that 
Cafe, he dull not pay Intcrcft upon it, unlefs by Agreement. 

If a Man dcpofits a Pledge with anotlier, and no Agreement be made that 
the Creditor ftiall make ufe of the Pledge, in that Cafe, fuppofing the Pledgee 
to apply to Ufe the Goods fo pledged, he lhall pay half intereft, according to 
the Kates herein already Ipecificd. 

If a Pledge, depofited in a Creditor’s Hands, be fpoikd, loft, or broken 
by an unfurefeen Accident, in that Cafe, the Creditor fliall ftill recover 
both Principal and Intereft of his Debt } but the Debtor (hall not receive the 
Value of his Pledge. 

A Mam may lend Money to another of the fame Tribe, to his Relations^ 
or particular Friends, upon a Pledge only, but from all others, he Ihould 
demand a Bond and Security. 

If a MtUi lends Gold to another, he flrall appoint a fixed Day of Payment 
to his own Satisfaflion i if he cannot fix a Day to bis Mind, he may omit it. 
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If a Mtn bonowi iWiftir, Wh^ Kuiejr, Grim, Small Grim, Lentilti^ or 
or Muftard-Seed of the Species of Grain and Pulfe, or Salt of whatever 
Sort it may be, or Honey, Sugar, Sugar<Candy of the Species of Sweets, 
or round Pepper, or Pttful, dried Ginger, Kurtelab, mbdaji of the Species of 
Warm Bitters, or Tamarinds, or four Plumbs, or Lemons of the Species of 
Acids, or Uurrtb^ Bduerrdh, and Oul3 of the Species of Affut^ he Biall furely 
fix a Day of Payment. 

\ 

When feveral Men are Creditors to the fame Debtor, they (hall make « 
a Sort of Common Stock of their Debts, and receive their rerpe&ive Shares of 
each Payment; if any Creditor refufes to accede to this Agreement, he lhall 
lofe his Share of the Intereft. 

If a Man hath fold Rice or Wheat for fowing of the Species of Grainy or 
Muftard Seed, or Kunjud of the Species of Seed, or the Seeds of Cotton, or 
Kureelab, or Pumpkin of the Species of Terkamcy or the Seed of the Water 
Melon, or Cucumber of this Species, and they do not fpring up from the 
Ground, but the Spot ihould become wade, the Vender of the Seed fhall make 
good" the Crop. 


SECT. IL 

Of Pledget. 

If a Man, with whom a Pledge is depollted, ihould apply to his own Ufe 
the Things fo pledged, and by that Means fpoil it, he lhall pay the Value of 
it to the Depolicor, or procure anoUier of the fame Kind» 







If a Man, who hath pledged ought to another for a Debt, t>£^ra to pay the 
Money, and demands his Pledge, which the Creditor fraudulently with-hoids. 
In that Cafe, the Magillrate lhall exadt a Fine from the Creditor, caufe the 
Fledge to be reftored to the right Owner, and the Debt to be forthwitli di£> 
•charged. 

1 F a Perfon mortgages to another fuch a Quantity of Land as will ferve for 
the Subfi Hence of One Man, for One Year, and afterwards mortgages the fame 
Land to a Second Mortgagee, he (hall be punKhed with De.ath; or if his Life 
be fpared, he (hall be fined One Hundred AJhruftes\ and if the Criminal be a 
•SravtiH (which Tribe is exempt from capital Puni(bment) he (hall ftill pay the 
Fine of One Hundred AJbrufea. 

If a Man mortgages a Qiiantity of Land lefs than will fuffice to maintain a 
Man One Year, and afterwards engages the fame Ground to a Second Mort> 
gagee, the Magiftratc (hall fine him Sixteen AJhrufees. 

If a Man hath depofited a Pledge with another, and fuflTers it to lie a con- 
fiderablc Time unredeemed, yet the Creditor (hall not apply the Depofit to his 
own Ule, or fell it, or fpoil it, or pledge it as his own to another Perfon } if 
be adts in contradidUon to this, he (hall be obliged to make good the Pledge. 

If a Man, having pledged any Thing to one Per(bn, fraudulently contrives 
to engage the fame Arqcle as a Pledge to a Second, the Firft Engagement 
lhall be confidered valid, and not the Second} but yet the Second Creditor (hall 
receive both Principal and Intercfl: of his Money; and he who thus tranigrcills 
ilie Laws of Jufticc (hall be punUhed as a Robber. 




Ir a Man pkdffM Che Article with Two f^etfoQ^ and it be not known 
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which Tranfadion was prior in Date. then, whichever of the Creditors, with* 
out Moleftiition of the other Pledgee, attaches the Pledge, it Ihall be accouifted 
valid, with reQ)eA to him; if a DUpute ariles, the Two Creditors Ihall have 
Shares in the Depofiie. 

If any Tranfa&ion between Two People pafs before Wknefles only, and a 
Third Perfon produces a written Inftrument of the fame T ranfadtion, attefted 
alfo by WknelTes, the Writing thus wltnelTed ihaU be accounted vahd. 

If a Man pledges ought to another without a written Agreement, and alter* 
wards depofites the fame Pledge with a Second Perfon, adding a r^ular written 
InArument, to teftify the Validity of this Second Pledge, in that Cafe, tlie 
Second Engagement (hall ftand good, and the Borrower Aiall return back the 
Money lent him by the FirA Creditor, 

If a Man mortgages to another a certain Quantity of Land, and the Mort- 
gagee, by forcible Means, appropriates to his own Ufe a larger Space of Ground 
than is fpecified in the Agreement, in that C afe, the MagiAratc, without cauT- 
ing the Debt to be difeharged, (hall reAore the mongaged Ground to the 
right Owner, and hold the Mortgagee criminal. 


SECT. 



SECT. III. 

Of Security* 


There are Four Sorts of Security, 

aMan.defifous to borrow Money, is refufed, by thePerfon whom 
he addrefies, ^tn a Want of Confidence in his Ability to repay it, if in the 
mean Time a Third Perfon fiioald advife the refufing Party to lend the 
Money, and ihould promife, that, if theDebtor abfconds upon the Day of Pay- 
ment, he will caufe him to appear, he, who by fuch Advice caufes the Money 
to be lent, engages himfelf in a Kind of Security; and if he cannot produce the 
Borrower, when Payment becomes due, he mufi: difcharge the Debt, both 
Principal and Intereft : If he dies, his Son ihall not make good the Loan. 

Stmdfyt WHtN a Man, who is requefted to lend Money, doubts the Charafter 
of the Borrower, and enquires it of a Third Perfon, if this Man Ihould 
anfwer to the others Chera^er, and affirm, tliat to his own Knowledge he is 
worthy to be trufled, by thus inclining the Party to lend the Money, 
he is to be confidcred as a Kind of Security; and whoever, by giving a good 
Character to a bad Man, enables him to borrow Money, and this Circumllance 
can be proved, the Recommender (hall be obliged to make good both Princi- 
pal and Intereft of tlie Debt;, but if lie dies, his Son is not anfvverable for the 
Money. 


,Whin aMan.dcfirous to borrowMoney,is refu fed ,bf caufe thePerfon of 
whom he n-quefts it has no Opinion of his Credit, if a Third Man ftiould fay, 

^ Lend 
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<* Lend him what he defires, and I will be anfwerable for ir,” this alfo is a 
Kind of Security; and if the Borrower refufcs Payment, the Security mud dif- 
charge both Principal and Intcrdt of the Debt; alfo if he dies, his Son ihall 
make good the Principal. 

Fourthfy^ Whsk a Man, defirous to borrow any Thing for a Time, pro* 
mifing to return it as foon as the Bufinefs for which it is wanted Ihall be 
finiflied, is refuled the Ule of it, if another Perfon fiiould advife the Ponefibr 
of the Thing required to lend it, and Ihould promife, that he will take care 
to fee it returned, this alfo is a Mode of Security ; and if the Borrower returns 
not the Article lent him, the Security ihall make it good, with Intereft upon 
its Value: Alfo if he dies, his Son Ihall be anfwerable for the Principal. 

If a Debtor, on the Day agreed for difcharging of his Debt, Ihould be unable 
CO appear, either from fome natural or publick Calamity, or from a ncceflary 
Attendance on a Court of Jufiice, it is not to be accounted a Fault in the Man 
who became Security for him ; but when the Debtor’s Caufe of Delay is re- 
moved, the Security muft then procure his Appearance, or, upon Failure, mud 
hiinfelf be anfwerable for the Caufe in Difpute. 

If a Man dies, who, having depofited a Pledge, is become perfonal Security 
for another, his Son Ihall difcbarge the Principal of the Debt. 

If a Man who is Security for another Ihould die, his Grandlbn and Greats 
Grandfon are not anfwerable. 

If fiever^ Men become Securities for a Debtor who fails to dlfcharge his 
Debts, all the Securities Ihall pay the Money in equal Shares.

If, at the Time of lending Money, the Lender Ibould fay to the Securities; 

“ Here arc fcveral of you engaged, but I expcdl, that any One of you, whom I 
may happen to Hnd when Payment becomes due, (hall difcharge the Debt,” if 
atlb the Securities aflcnt to this Stipulation, then, ihould the Borrower fail in 
his Engagements, the Creditor /hall exadt Payment of any One of the Securi- 
ties whom he can /ird; find, according to Agreement, 

If a Debtor fhould be abfent, and the Security is defirous to bring him to 
Appearance, the Creditor fliall fettle with the Security a reafonable Time 
for his Departure and Return, and fhall permit him to go in quell: of the 
Debtor. 

Ir a Security has not abfolutdy the Means to pay a Sum for which he 
bound himfclf, and the Creditor commences a Suit againfl: him in a Court of 
Jiiftice, the MagiHraie qf the Time Hull appoint him to pay the Debt, by In- 
llalr.cnts, according to his Ability, and fliall not be too harfh and fevere upon 
him i neither fliull lire Creditor be penuitted to treat him with unreafonable 
in the Kx.tdion of his Claim. 

If a Creditor of his own Head be extremely hard and fevere upon a Secu- 
rity, whatever Money he hath by this Method extorted, after the Space of 
One Month .-’.nd an ILilf, the Judge fliall caufc him to return double of that 
Sum to the Security ; and if it be within the Space of One Month and an 
Half, wlutcvor Sum he hath received, the Judge fhall caufc him to return the 
like Sum to the Security. - 

(According to Cbendee/itr.) 

If a Security, unable to anfwcr die harfh and importunate Demands of a 
Creditor, Ihould give him ought, by way of Bribe, to fatisfy him for the 

prefent. 
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prrfentt and then complain to a Court of Jufticc, if this Complaint be after 
One Month and an Half, the Judge ihall caufe the Creditor to give double 
of that Bribe to the Complainant; if the Complaint be laid within the Space 
of One Month and an Half, the Ju3^ lhall caufe the Creditor to pay him a 
Sum equal to the Bribe. 

( AccerJ^g to Gerheifur,) 

A Mak, who is unable to pay hisDcbts, and the Fines of a Court of Jullice, 
lhall not be taken as a Security. 

A Man lhall not accept, as Security, a Perfon totally unknown to him, 
his own Mailer, an Enemy, a Prifoner, a very old Man, a Partner living in tlie 
fame Family, a Friend, or a Pupil. 


SECT. IV. 

Of Difcharghg Debts to •whomfoever due. 

If aMan pays his Grandfather’s Debts, he lhall not be charged Interell upon 
them. 

If a Man lends Money upon a politive Stipulation to be paid on a certain 
Day, and the Borrower alfo alTents to this Rcllridion, the Money mull 
abfolutely be repaid accordingly. 

If a Man lends Money with a Stipulation to be paid upon Demand, and 
the Borrower conlents to take it upon this Rcllridion, he Biall accordingly 
pay it when demanded.

Depofite to be fold, and pay the Creditor his Debt, with intereft, from the

from fuch a Man as above-mentioned there fhould have fprung Two, 
Three or more Sons, and One of them fhould die, leaving behind him One or 
more Sons, the Son, thus left, fhall receive his Father’s Share from his Uncles, 
in equal Proportion with them \ if the Uncles be dead, he fhall receive his 
Father’s Share from his Uncle’s Son.

Of Appointing a Vakeel (or Attorney.) 

If the Plaintiff or Defendant have any £xcufefe>r not attending the Court, 
or for not pleading their own Caufe, or, on any other Account, excufe them- 
felves, they Ihall, at their own Option, appoint a Perfon as their Vaketl ; if 
the Faked gains the Suit, his Principal alfo gains v if the Faked is caft, his- 
Principal , is caft allb. 

Iw a Caufe where the Accufation is for Murder, for a Robbery, for Adul- 
tery, for eating prohibited Food, for falfc Abufe, for thrufting a Finger into 
the Pukadma of an unmarried Virgin, for falfe Witnefs, or for deftroying any 
Thing, the Property of a Magiftrate, a Pia/lrr/ muft not be appointed to plead 
and artfwcr in fuch Cafes > the Principals Ihall. plead and anfwcr iii. Perfon •,

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■but a Woman* a Minor, an Idiot, and he who cannot diftinguilh between 
Good and Evil for himfelf, may, even in fuch Caufes as thefe, conftitute a 


Except the Brother, Father and Son of the Plaintiff* and Defendant, if any 
other Perfon, at the Time of Trial, fliould abet, and fpeak for either Party, 
the Magiftrate lhall exad a Fine from him : If a Brother, a Father, a Son, 
■or a Viiketl^ fhould alTiff, and fpeak for cither Party, it is allowed. 

SECT. III. 

Of not Apprehending an accufed Party. 


If a Perfon is employed in celebrating a Marriage, at that Time, neither 

a Creditor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, ffiall apprehend and

feize him : If the Creditor, or any other Perfon, fhould make complaint 
againff him before a Magiftrate, the Magiftrate alfo, during the Term of the 
Marriage Fcftivals, (hall not have Power to feize him. 

If a Perfon, in a Fit of Sicknefs, until his Recovery, neither his Creditor, 
nor any other Perfon /or his own Concerns, lliall have Power to apprehend 
and feize him : If the Creditor, or any other Perfon, during fuch Sicknefs, 
makes complaint in his Name, the Magiftrate alfo, during his Diforder, (hall 
not apprehend him. 

If a Man is employed in the Jugg., the Poojtb^ the Dd#, or any fuch religious 
Duties, until he finds Refpite from thofe Offices, neither his Creditor, nor any 
other Perfon upon his own Concerns, (hall have Power to apprehend and feize 

him i 
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I tf 4 Coniplunt is locigsd sgsuift him before a MagiftratS) the Magiftrate 
alfi) ihiU fiot apprehciid him daring that Period. 


If any Perfon is appointed Vakeel to plead or anlwer in any Suit, until he 
is rcleaied from fuch Appointment, neither his Creditor, nor any* other Perfon 
for his own Concerns, may have Power to apprehend and det<iin him ; if a 

Complaint is lodged againft him before a Magiilrace^ the Magiftratc aljb lhall 
not apprehend him. 

If any Perfon is employed, in the Magillrate*s Prcfence, upon fuch Magif- 
trate’s Affairs, until he is rcleafed from the Magi(lrate*s Bufinefs, neither his 
Creditor, nor any other Perlbn for his own Concerns, lhall have Power to 
apprehend or fcize him; if a Complaint is lodged againft him before a Magif- 
trate, that Magiftrate alfo fliall nos apprehend him. 

If any Perfon is employed in feeding his Kine, or Buffaloes, or Goats, or 
Slicep, or fuch Kind of domcftick Animals, until he is at Leifure from fuch 
Occupation, neither his Creditor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, 
.ihall have Power to apprehend and detain him*, if the Creditor, or any other 
Perfon lodges a Complaint againft him, the Magiftrate alfo, during that Pe- 
riod, muft not apprehend him. 

If any Perfon is employed in watching his Tillage, until he returns from 
: thence, neither his Creditor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, may 
have Power to apprehend and detain him ; if a Complaint is preferred againft 

him before a Magiftrate, the Magiftrate alfo ihall not apprehend him during 
diat Peri(^

If any Perfon is employed as a Painter, a Carpenter, a Builder, or in other 
Vy'mits of this Kind, until he is at Leifure from fuch Bufinefs, neither his Cre-

ditor, nor an/ other |^erfon for his own Concerns, lhall have Power to appre* 
hend and detain him} if a Complaint is preferred againft him before a Magif* 
trate, the Magillrate alfo, during that Period, ihall not apprehend him. 

If anyPerfon is engaged inWar, until theWar is determined, neither a Credi- 
tor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, lhall at that Time apprehend 
and detain him i if his Creditor, or any other Perfon, during that E*eriod, pre- 
fers a Complaint againd; him before a Magiftrate, the Magiftrate alfo lhall 
not apprehend him. 

If any Perfon is employed as a MelTenger, until he returns, neither his Cre- 
ditor, nor any other Perfon for his own Concerns, may ^ave Power to appre- 
hend and detain him-, if a Complaint is preferred againft him before aMag-if- 
trate, the Magiftrate alfo, until be returns from the Execution of his Meflfage, 
may not apprehend him. 

If a Perfon is a Minor, his Creditor may not apprehend him} and if the 
Creditor makes complaint againft him before a Magiftrate, the Magiftrate allb 
fhall nut have Power to apprelKnd him. 


If a Seafon of Scarcity or Calamity Ihould happen to- any Kingdom or 
Town, until the C.alamity is ccaled in that Kingdom or Town, a Perfon for 
his own Coiu'crns lhall not have Power to apprehend and detain another} if 
a Perfon on his own Concerns makes Complaint before a Magiftrate, the Ma- 
giftrate alfo may not apprehend a Pcrlbn during that Period. 


If any Perfon, having a Claim or> arrother, hath preferred his Complaint, 

the Perfon fued mult anfwer the Suit, and fettle the Claim, beft'-e he can 

commence a Suit againft tlie other-, if he makes a Complaint, the Magiftrate 

lhall exa6t a Fine from him, but his Suit lhall not drop. (

If anyPcrfon has made a Complaint againil another, as that,- ** Such a 
Perfon has traduced my Charafter, or has threatened me,” in that Cafe, if the 
Complainant had firft traduced, or threatened the other, the latter, without 
anfwering the Suit brought -againft him, may prefer a Complaint againft the 
other for Abule, or for Threats. 


If any.Pcrlbn hath firft abufed anotheryor threatened him, after that, if 
the Second Ihoutd abufe or threaten the Fird, he is not amenable *, but he

If a- Perfon, to procure a Man’s Death, fhouid fet his Houfe on Fire, or 
caufe him to cake Poifon, or endeavour to airafiinate him, or fhouid (cize his 
Wife, and carry her away with him, or plunder and take away all his Effefls 
and Grain, if the other ihould deprive fuch a Man of Life, he is not amena- 
ble : If a Bramin fhouid commit fuch Crimes as thefe above-mentioned, 
his Life fhall not be taken away ; but if fuch a Bramin fhouid come with 
Intent to murder another, and that Perfon has no Means of efcaping, and 
cannot fave his own Life, but by the Death of the Bramin^ in that Cafe,

SECT. IV. 


Of Giving immediate Anfwer to a Complaint* 


If a Perfon brings a Suit againft another for the Murder of a Man, in 
that Cafe, the Acculcd, at the Time of appearing before a Magiftrate, (hall 
Immediately, upon the Spot, give his Anfwer tp this Affair; he may not be 
allowed any Time in giving his Anfwer. 

If any Perfon is apprehended on Account of a Robbery, that Perfon, at the 
Time of appearing before a Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, ihall give immediate 
Anfwer to this Affair, and ftiall not be allowed any Delay in fpeaking. 

If any Perfon accufes another for falfc and Icandalous Abufe, the Accufed, 
when he comes before a Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, fliall immediately give his 
Anfwer, and not be guilty of any Delay. 

If any Perfon is apprehended upon an Affair -concerning a Cow that pro- 
duces Milk, he Ihall not be allowed any Procraftination in his Anfwer, but 
Jhali fpeak his Defence immediately. 

On an AccufationTor drinking Wine, a Man muft not make 
giving Jiis Anfwer, he Ihall anfwer immediately to fucb an Affairl

^his Fnthnr't Wives, exclofive oilier who bore him, to fuch e Cafe, he 
make delay in returning his Anfwer, but lhall immediately anfwer to 
thePmnt. 

It Mf Perfon mdces complaint againft another, that, ** Such a Perfon has 
deft^ed fotne very valuable Goods of mine,'* in fuch an Affair, the Accufed 
flwM not maSat any Procraftination in his Anfwer i he fhall anfwer immediately 
to the Point. 

Iv any Perfon has called a modeft Woman unchaftr, and the Woman or 
her Hufband Ihould make complaint to a Magiftrate, whenever the Perfoii 
accufed appears before the Magiftrate, or Arbitrator, he fhall, upon the Spot, 
anfwer to the Complaint, and make no Delay. 

If Two Perfons quarrel for PofTefTion of a Slave Girl, and both of them 
ihould feparately affert the Girl to be their own Property, and Om of them 
makes complaint againft the other before a Magiftrate, that Perfon fhall di- 
rectly give his Anfwer, and fhall make no Delay. 

Iw all other Caufes, except fuch as have been before-mentioned, the De- 
lendantmay require fome Delay to give in his Anfwer } but the Accufcr fhall 
in no Caufe make any Delay in his pleading. 

If eithmr the Pluntiff or Defendant, being terrified, are unable to give 
immeditofi Anfiver, then, according to the Nature of the Affair, a Time fliaU 
be them for giving* in their Anfwer } if at the Time ^pointed they 

are unabj^either by fisme Calamity of the Seafon, fome Innovation of the 

Magift^, to give thdr Anfwer, they arc not bUmablct but they fhall be

held to prove fuch Calamity of the Seafon» or Innovation of the M^flratev^ 
if they cannot prodato this P^dof, they fliall incur Blame j Imd cm the Tteae 
appointed, if they.

and perfpicuous a Manner) that eveiy Perfon underftands him. - ■ ' ■ This 
is called a proper Anfwer. 

That is an improper Anfwer which does not regularly take up the Afler- 
tions of the Plea } as for Inftance, when the Plaintiff gives a full and copious 
Statement of his CafC) and the Defendant makes a contrafted, defeftive An> 
fwer, or when the PlaintijBF*s Plea is concife) and the Defendant’s Anfwer pro* 
!ix I when there is a Difference and Inconfiftency between the firft and laft 
Parts of the Anfwer, ud when it is confiifial uid varied, fo as not to be in* 
tdligible.* iThis. is called an impix^ Anfwer.

^ bird . When the Plaintiff brings in his Suit, as, “ In fuch a Year, I 
depofited fuch Goods in your Hands, or lent you fuch a Sum,” the De» 
fendant anfwers, “ In that Year, I was not yet born.” 

Fourth. When tlic Plaintiff brings in a regular Suit, that, “ In fuch a 
Year, in fuch a Place, I depofited certain Goods in your Hands, or lent 
you a Sum of Money,” the Defendant anfwers, that, ‘‘ In the Year fpecified, 
I never was at the Place you mention,” upon Anfwer being given in tbefe

fcflion,” in this Cafe, there is no Need of Writing or Witnefles. 

*rbird. Pertidbijh Gunden is when a Man producing a Claim upon another, 
the Perfon anfwers, 1 acknowledge the ice of your Claim,” but at the 
fame Tin^if he has it not in his Power to make good the Subjcdl twF the 
Claim, Jrcfhould fo exprefs himfcif: Pertubb'ijh Gunden allb admits of Three

for the Space of Ten Years, and of Right it belongs to me,” in this Suit, the 
former Clsumant is held to prove the Inheritance derived from his Father and 
Anceftors j if he can prove this Point, then the Caufe muft be referred to the 
Chapter of the De^e Bhag^ for confidering the Time of the Ufufruft, which is 
explained in the SeAion of Acquiring a Property in tlie Poffeffions of another. 

). Ferrdnek Nee^ is when a Man, upon lofing his Caufe before a Maglf- 
trate, or Arbitrator, fays, that, “ My Opponent, in this Affair, was 
formerly caft upon a Trial before fuch an Arbitrator, and I gained my 
Suit,*’ in fuch Cafe, be who affirms to have had aVerdid in his Favour, upon 
thelnveftigation of a former Arbitrator, ffiall be held to produce’ Proofs of 
that Circumftance. 



Ir a Man brings a Suit againft another, faying, “ I lent you One Hun> 
dr6di!«/«»,” and the Defendant anfwers, “ I never received One Hundred. 
RupeeSi ^ received Fifty Rupees^ and have repaid them,'* in this Cafe, ihe 
Arbitrators fiiall firft inveiligate the Repayment, and afterwards make luo 
quiry, whether rhe SumJent was really One Hundred or Fifty Rupees. 

If a Man brings a Suit againft another, faying, “ You owe me a Debt o£ 
One Hundred Rupees^* if the Defendant anfwers, “ I never received One 
Hundred Rupees^ I received Twenty-five Rupees, and have repaid them,” 
in this Cafe, the Arbitrators ftiall firft inveftigate, whether the original Del.t 
was really One Hundred or Twenty-five Rupees, and afterwards fliall make 
Inquiry as to the Repayment} and in all Cafes, where the Plaintiff makes a 
large Demand, of which the Defendant acknowledges a Part only, lefs than. 
Half the Sum claimed. Inquiry lhall be conduced upon this Principle here 
explained. 

A Plaintiff lays his Claim for One Hundred Rupees lent, the Defendant 
anfwers, “ I never borrowed from you any Part of it,” but at the fame Tinip 
the Plaintiff hath in his Hand a Bond for One Hundred Rupees, and it therein 
appears that the Defendant hath repaid Fifty Rupees, and there are Witneffes 
to this Circumftance, in filch a Cafe, the Arbitrator lhall firft inveftigate t!ic 
Bond, and then examine the Witneffes. 

If a Man brings a regular Suit againft: another, and that Perfon abfolutely 
denies the Claim, in that Cafe, the Plaintiff lhall be held to prove his Claim.} 
if the Plaifttiff has neither Writing nor Witneffes for his Proof, the Defendant 

lhall perforin the Purrikeh ( that is) an Ordeal, to faiLsfv the other.

If a Man brings a Suit againft another, who anfwers, “ X am in doubt 
about this Affair," fuch Plea is not to be admitted as an Anfwer; in that Cafe, 
the Plaintiff lhall prove his Claim by a Deed, by Witncllcs, or by Ufufruft 
on the Part of the Defendant*, if he fails in thefe Three Modes, he (hall take 
his Oath, or perform the Purrihb: In every Affair, where a Deed, Witnefles* 
or Proof of Ulufruifl cannot be produced, an Oath muft be taken, orthePam- 
kth performed. 

If a Man brings a Suit againtl another, faying, “ I have lent you feveral dif- 
ferent Articles,” andthePerfon anfwers, “I never received One of the Articles 
you mention,” in that Cafe, if the Plaintiff proves any One of all the Articles 
claimed, to be in the Defendant’s Poffefllon, the Magiftrate lhall caufe the 
wliole fo claimed tu be rellorcd: In this Affair, it is not the Fault of the Ma- 
giftmte; if the Plaintiff, having made his Claim for feveral Thing®, fhould 
add afterwards, tliat, “ Another Article is ftill in your Pofleflion, which by 
Miftakc I formerly omitted to mention in my Suit }” fuch a Claim is not ap- 
proved *, according to the Ordinations of Sewarteb Bebtacbarige^ and this Ordi- 
nation is approved (or cuftomary.) 

If a Man brings a Suit againft another, laying, I have lent you feveral 
different Articles,” and that Perfbn anfwers, “ I have not received any Thing, 
if you can prove my Receipt even of One Article, I will make good the whole 
of your Claim,” in that Cafe, if tlie Perfbn can prove any One Article, the other 
lhall be held to make good the whole *, according to the Ordination of Jogue 
, and the Pundits of MetUlla. 

If a Man hath accufed another of the Murder of a Man, orW a Robbery, 
or of Adulteiy, and fhould fay, “ You have in feveral Places beeit guilty of 
sthefe Crimes,” and the Defendant denies the Accufation, in fuch a Cafe, if the 

Accuier 
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.Accufer can prove upon the other the Commiffion of any One of thefc Crimes, 
it ihall be a Proof of the whole Complaint. 

If a Man brings a Suit againft another, faying, “ I have intruftcd feveral 
Articles (or^ I have lent a Sum of Money to your Father, or Uncle, or 
Grandfather,” which he demands fliould be returned, and the other denies 
the Affair, faying, “ 1 know not the lead of this Matter, prove your Claim, 
and receive it,” in that Cafe, whatever Article the Plaintiff can prove he fhall 
receive, and whatever he cannot prove he fliall not receive. 

Whek Two Perfons upon a Qiiarrel refer to Arbitrators, thofe Arbi- 
trators, at the Time of Examination, fliall obferve both the Plaintiff and De- 
fendant narrowly, and take notice, if either and which of them, when he is 
fpeaking, hath his Voice faultcr in his Throat, or his Colour change, or his 
Forehead fweat, or the Hair of his Body ftand ered, or a Trembling come 
over his Limbs, or his Eyes water, or if, during the Trial, he cannot ftand 
ftill in his Place, or frequently licks and moiftens his Tongue, or hath his 
Face grow dry, or, in fpeaking to One Point, wavers and ftuiffles off to 
another, or, if any Perfon puts a Queftion to him, is unable to return an An- 
fwer; from the Circumftances of fuch Commotions, they Ihall diftinguiUi 
tlic guilty Parry. 

In a Suit where One of the Parties, be it either Plaintiff or Defendant, 
produces a Writing, which the other doth not approve or allow, the Poffeffor 
of that Writing Ihall not gain his Suit, until he can confirm it by Proof. 
The Mode of afeertaining a Writing is this, that he fhall produce another 
Copy of the Man’s Writing, who, with his own Hand, drew out the Writing 
hi Queftion, and fo prove its Authenticity.

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If a Man brings a Suit againil another, and can by any MeanS' produce 
Proof of his Claim, the Caufe fliall be decreed in his Favour. 


A Writing is of Two Sorn, Firft, that which a Man writes with his own; 
1 land; Second, that which he procures to be written by anotJter; Of thefe 
'J'wo .Sorts, that which is written by a Man’s own Hand, even without Wit- 
ncfle.s, is approved; and that written by another, if void of Witncfi^. is noe 
approved. 


When a Debtor, having caufed his Bond to be written by another Perfon, , 
and, having prcc jiedWitncfles to it, hath borrowed Money upon it, after that, 
fuppofing that theWitnefs, who figned his Name upon the Bond, and he alfj, 
by whole Hand the Bond was written, are both dead, and the Debtor and Cre- 
ditor alfo are dead, and a Difi^ute arifes between the Sons of the Debtor and 
Creditor concerning thisBond, theSon of theDebtor, faying, 1 know Nothing 
of this Bond,” then, if the Creditor, or Sons of the Creditor, at the'I'ime when 
the Bond became due, had demanded their Money from the Debtor, in the 
Prefence of fome other Perfons, and had caufed the Bond to be read by Three 
or Four People, and can prove this Circumftance, the Bond is approved; 
but if any Article had been pledged, then, even without previous Demand of 
the Sum due by the Bond, before other Perfons, and without having caufed it 
to be read, the Bond is approved. 


Ira Lender of Money fays to a Perfon, “ A Debt due to me is outftand- 
ing in your Hands,” and that Perfon denies the Debt, if at that Time the 
Bond is not in tlie Lender’s Hands, but fhould be in fome other Kingdom, 
then, until he brings the Bond from fuch other Kingdom, the Suit (hall not 
be determined.

If it fliould happen that a Bond in a Creditor’s PofTonjon (hould Iv burnt, 
or fome of the Letters in it are become invifible, or the Bond be llolen from

him, or by any Means be fpoiled, and, upon Demand of tlie Sum due, i!^ 
Debtor fhould refufe Payment, in thatCafe, the Creditor fliall bring any Pcrliri 
who had formerly fecn the Bond, and fliall prove the Bond by his Evident. 

Tf a Bbnd in a Creditor’s PofTcfllon ftioiild chance to be torn, or the 
ters Ihould be obliterated, or the Bond by any Means be fpoiled, the Crcdilbr 
fhall caufc the Debtor, in fuch Cafe, to write a frefli Obligation. 

If a Man hath, for any Rcafon, executed a Bond, in the Name of another 
Eerfon, and borrowed a Sum of Money on Account of it, and afterwards, upon 
the Creditor’s damanding Payment of the Man, from whom he received the 
Bond, that Perfon Ihould anfwcr, “ I never borrowed any Money of you, if 
I have fo borrowed, produce my Bond,” the Creditor fays, “ You borrowed 
Money of me upon a Bond, written in the Name of another Perfon,” which 
other Perfon fays, “ I never borrowed any Money of you, but, as a ftridl In- 
timacy fubfifted between the Borrower and me, he gave the Bond in my Name, 
and converted the Money to his own Ufe,’’ on a Difputc of this Nature, the 
Arbitrator fhall flrfl: examine the Connexion that fubfiflcd at the Time of the 
Execution of the Bond in Queftion, between the Borrower of the Money and 
him in whofe Name the Bond was paflTed, and whether or no they arc near 
Relations-, from thcfeTwoCircumftances he fhall form hisjudgment, andalfo 
from the Evidence of the Witnefs who originally attefted the Bond. 

If a Perfon poflefles the Title Deed of any Article, and another Perfon, by 
Intervention of his own, renders that Deed unapproved, in that Cafe, he who 
poiTefTes fuch a Writing fhall reduce it to Proof j but if that Perfon Ihould 
be dead, after having applied the Article in Point, to his own Ufe, the Son of

that Perfon ihall not be held to prove the Title Deed, but (hall prove his. 
Father’s Ufufru^t. * 

If a Perfon, polTcfling the Title Deed of any Article, fhould die, without 
having applied that Article to his own Ufe, in that Cafe, his Son Ihall be held 
to prove the Validity of the Title Deed.

If a Lender of Money Ihould fay to a Perfon, “ You owe me a Sum of 
Money, I demand Payment,” to which Demand that Perfon makes no Re- 
ply, after that, he again makes the fame Demand, and in like Manner receives 
no Kind of Anfwcr, after a Repetition of fuch Demand for Five feveral 
Times, if that Perfon Ihould fay to the Claimant, “ 1 owe you Nothing,” 
upon fuch a Suit, the Magillrate Ihall caufe that Perfon to pay the Claimant 
the Money demanded. 

Ik a Plaintiff prefers a Claim, and the Defendant denies it, then, upon 
Proof of the Juftice of the Claim, the Magiftrate Ihall caufe the Money in 
Difputc to be paid to the Plaintiff, and Ihall alfo exaft a Fine from the De- 
fendant.

If a Perfon, who hath brought a Suit againft another, can afeertain his

When a Plaintiff or Defendant have not applied to a Witnefs, who is 
confeious of any Tranfa£tion, defiring him to appear as a Witnefs in their 
Caufe, if the Magiffrate, or Arbitrator, fummon fuch a Witnefs, and qurftion 
ihim as to the Circumftarices of the Tranfa&ion, fuch Part of his Evidence 
as relates to what he has feen with his own Eyes, and heard with his own 
Ears, is approved. 

When a Perfon, being Witnefs of any Tranfaftion, hath explained the 
Circumftances of that Tranfadion to another Perfon, the Plaintiff or Defend* 
ant may conftitute fuch Perfon as a Witnefs, to teftify whatever was ex* 
plained to him by the other ; fuch Perfon is called a Secondary Witnefs } and 
the Evidence delivered by fuch Secondary Witnefs is approved. 

a Suit concerning Limits and Boundaries, whoever is acquainted with 
the true State of thofe Limits and Boundaries, without being appointed Wit* 
nefs in the Caufe, may deliver in his Evidence. 

Ip a Plaintiff or a Defendant iecredy hides a Perfon where he may over-hear 
the Difeourfe, and then alks a Witnefs the true Circumftances of the Caie, 
and that Perfon with his own Ears hears the Relation of the Witnefs, fuch 
Perfon is called a hidden Witneis, and the Evidence of a hidden Witnefs 
is true.

A Minor until Fifteen Years of Age, One fingle Perfon, a Woman, a 
M.in <jf bad Principles, a Father, or an Enemy, may not beWitneflesj but if 
the Father and the F.nemy are Men of good Difpofition, and Speakers. pf 
'i'ruth, and Men arc well acquainted with the Goodnefs of their Difpofitic* 
and Veracity, thefe Two Perfons may be Witnefies. 

He who regulates his Aft ions by the Biids and Sbterut of the Sbajler, Three 
fuch Men fhall be appointed Evidences } lefs than this Number lhall not be 
madeWitnefles •, and this Order is in the Chapter concerning Affairs of a long 
Space of Time. 

Men of every Tribe Hull appoint Witneffes from their own Tnbe, as a 
Bramin fhall appoint a Bramin, a Chehttree fhall appoint a Ckebteree ; and fo in 
regard to each T ribc, Men of the fame T ribe fhall be conftituttd Witneffes j 
aWoman alfo fhall appoint a Woman her Witnefs} but upon the Time of any 
, if a Perfon of the fame Tribe happens not to be prefent, a Wit-

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whomr is conftahdf employed m Games at ^ice

of Murder, of Thcfti of Adultery, and of falfc Abufc, may not he 

HVltneffirs; In thefe Four Cafes, One fingle Man df Veracity and good 
Condudl, with whofegood Dirpofition and Love of Truth Men arc well pc- 
quaintcd, may alone be a Witnefs.

A Man of a reputable Caft, experienced in Bufinefs, indullrious^ intelli* 
gent, and underftanding his Income and Expeaces, a Man of Virtue, and of 
clean CharaAer, and of Perfeverance in his Affairs, fuch a Man is to be choien. 
as a Partner in Trade. 

F Perfons have commenced a Partnerfhip in Trade;, without a lettledAgree- 
ment concerning their refpcAive Shares in the Profit and Lofs, in that Cafe, 
they lhall underfiund their Profit and Eofs to be in Proportion to the Stock } 
if they, have commemo^ .the Partnerfhip upon afettled Agreement concerning 
the Shares of Profit and Lois, , they (halhunderftaod their Profit and Lofs to 
be according to .the. Agreement 

Trapp lhall be carried 'on with fuch Perfons as have never been convided 
of>an.y fraudulent ‘Pradices i, ifi after the Commencement of the Partnerfhip, 
the Appearance of any Fraud in either of the Partners Ihould arile, the Party 
fofpeded lhall clear himfelf by taking an Oath, or undergoing the Pmrikeb.

ters, cannot have their Liberty \ if their Mailer, from a Principle of Bene- 
ficence, gives them tlieir Liberty, they become free.

'Whoever, having received his ViAuals from a Perfon during the Time 
of a Famine, hath become his Slave, upon giving to his Provider whatever he 
received from him during the Time of the Famine, and alfo Two Head of 
Cattle, may become free from his Servitude; according to the Ordinations of 
Piichejhputtee Mifr : — Approved.

Of Rent^ and Hira 

If a Perfon, paying Rent and Hire, buil4^a new Houfis upon the Land! 
any Stranger, and lives there, in that Cafe, whenever he quits that Place, and 
pays up his Rent without a Balance, he may do what he pleafes with the Houfe. 

If a Perfon, without paying Rent, builds a new Houfe upon the Lands of 
a Stranger, and lives there, in that Cafe, at the Time he quits that Place, he- 
may not dilpofe of the Houfe at his own Pleafure^ the Owner of the Land lhall . 
alfo become Owner of the Houfe. 

If a Perfon hath hired any Thing for a ftipulated Time, he fhall pay the 
Rent accordingly. 

If a Perfon hath hired any Thing from another, he lhall continue to pay 
the Hire for it, until he returns it to the Owner. 

If a Perfon hath hired any Thing from another, 4nd does not apply to any 
Ufe the Things hired, he muft pay the Rate of Mire for it,iiad be held to re> 
turn it to the Owner.

To afcertain Boundaries, upon the Confines of thofc Boundaries muft be 
planted the Male and Female Balkan T ree, or the PMs Tree, or the Semul 
(Cotton Tree) or the Saul^ or the ^oddy I'ree, or the Zukkom Tree, or the 
Lutta T ree, or the Bamhoo^ or a Mound of Earth muft be made, or any large 
Tree, that produces not a great Number of Branches, muft be planted-, or 
by a Pool, a Well, a Bafon, a Ditch, or any fuch Signs above-mentioned, Ih-ill 
the Boundaries be openly deferibedi or a Temple fljall be built there to Shit^bur 
(i. e.) their Deity. 


Dust, or Bones, or Sehos (i.e.) Bran, or Cinders, or Scraps of Earthen Ware, 
or the Hairs of a Cow’s Tail, or the Seed of the Cotton Plant, all thefe Things- 
above-mentioned, being put into an Earthen Pot, filled to the Brim, a Man 
muft privately bury upon the Confines, of his own Boundary, and there 
preferve Stones alfo, or Bricks, or Sea Sand, either of thefe Three 'I'hings 
may be buried, by way of Land-Mark of the Limits; for all thefe I'hings, 


upon remaining a long Time in the Q(ound, are not liable to ror, or become 
putrid; any other 'firing alfo, which will remain a long Time in the Ground, 
without becoming rotten, or putrid, may be buried for the fame Purpofe : 
Thofe Perfons, who, by any of thefe Methods, can (hew the Line of their 
Boundaries, fhall acquaint their Sons with the rcfpcdhve Land-Marks of 
thofe Boundaries ; and in the fame Manner thofe Sons ;iIfo fliall explain the 
Signs of the Limits to their Children : If all Perfons would ad in this Man- 
ner, there could be no Difputc concerning Limits and Boundaries. 



If a Suit, for the Limits of Ground, (hould arife, the Magiftrate, having 
inl'pct^ted the open and private Land-Marks above dcfcribed, Ihali fettle the 
Siiiji if any Doubt or Perplexity Ihould intervene, the Plaintiff and De- 
fendant Ihall produce to the Magiftrate their refpedtive Accounts of Poffcf- 
ilon, under Proof, and the Suit of Boundaries fliall be fettled ; If alfo thtre 
is no Land-Mark, and they cannot prove their refpc6Hve Pofftfllons, then 
the PlaintiB'fhall find ^^,/otne old Men,wcU acquainted with the Boundaries, 
or the Perlbn who firff marked out the Spot, and fettle the Difpute by their 
Means j but the Difpute of Limits fliall not be fettled by the Tcllimony of 
only One ex|>erienicd Perlun, it (hall not be determined by Itfs than the 
Ttflimony of Four Pu l'ons.

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Ip a Man caule& another to begin any badAftion, or Ihews him thcWay to 
commit a bad Action, or furniHics him with any Implements for the Commiflion 
of it, or who, fufpeftiDg that the other Perfon is a Thief, gives him a P4ace 
where .to refide, in theie Cafes, the Magiilrate dull fine him to tlic Extent of 
his Abilities. 

Whek a Man hath murdered another, if a third Pcrfon, who had Po\vcr 
to reftrain tl>e Murderer, negledted to do it, or, not having Power of himfclf 
to reftrain the Murderer, yet, by fpeaking to another Petfon, could have 
caufed him to be reftrained, and neglcfted to fpeak, or when the Magiftrate 
is prepared to chaftife any Perfon, if another, at that Time, relates his Paulis, 
or when a Man tells another, that he is defirous to commit a bad AAion, if the 
other advifes him thereto, the Magittrate, in thefc Cafes, (hall fine the Ofiendcr 
to the Extent of his Abilities. 

If a Man, having committed a bad Adion, (hould fay, in Prelencc of the 
Magiftcate, or of a confiderable Number of Perfons, that he hath committed 
fuch Crime, the Magiftrate (hall exadk from him but Half t'.w Pine. 

If a Man in inunediate Danger of his Life, by committing a bad Action, can 
fave his Life, in that Cafe, the Magiftrate (hall not fine hitu. 

If a Man of Veracity and general good Principles ignorantly commits any 
bad Aftion, the Magiftrate (hall not fine him. 

If a Man, intending to commit a bad Action, hath proceeded fu far as to 
commit fome little Part of that bad Afiion, the Magiftrate (hall fine hini One 
Quarter Part of the whole Mulfk dated for fuch Crime-, if Itc has proceeded 
ftUl fanher in the Commiftion of that Crime, the Magiftrate (liall cake from

him One Half of that Fine}, if he completes the iaid bad A^on, He fliatl take 
the e(|utva}ent Fkie. 

If a "Reyet commits any Crime^ the Magiflrate, immediately upon receiving' 
Information thereof, fhall exafl the Fine, and. give him fevere Caution not ta 

commit the fame Crime a Second Time.

In any Cafe where many Perfons in Confederacy commit any Crime, the. 
Magidrate (hall take from each Individual a double Fine. 

Punishment is of Two Sorts: The Firft Corporal, or Ihfliftion of Scre- 
riry upon the Body, and that is alfoof Two Sores ; the Firft binding and 
ladling the Body, or cutting off fome of the Limbs; the Second putting to 
Death : The Second Sort of Puniilimcnt is Attachment of Property, and this 
has various and many Modes. 

If a Man is frequently guilty of any of thofe Crimes, the Fine for which- is 
dated at One Pun of Cowries, the Magidrate (hall line him One I/Gjbeh <f 
Silver-, if he frequently commits fuch Crimes as are ftated at One Majheh of 
.SV/;»er, then the Magidrate diall fine him One of Cowries', if a Man fre- 

quently commits any of thofe Crimes, the ftated Fine for which is One Ca- 
to Two Hundred and Forty-nine Puns of CwenVj, then die Magiftrate 
fine him Four I'imes as much ; beyond this, in fuch Sort of Crimes, 
there is no greater Fine.

In Cales where the ftated Fine to be taken fratn any Man, for a particular

Necefilty, commit any Fault, the Magiftrate,.from fuch Perfons, (hall not exa& 
any Fine. 


Ill Crimea where a Man’s whole Property u to be taken as the Fine for 
^em, if Painters commit fuch a Crime, the Magiilrate, giving to them the 
neceflTary Implements for Painting, Ihall confifeate the whole of their Pro^ 
petty. 

i 

If a Man, who gets his Livelihood by Tillage, commits fuch Crime as that 
his whole Property becomes liable toConfifcation,.then the MagHIrate, leaving 
him fuch SubfiQence and Implements of Tillage as, upon Computation^ will: 
Lrve till his Crop is ripe, Ihal} confifeate all the Reft of his Property. 

If Singers, Muficians, or Dancers,. commit any fuch Crime as that the 
whole of their Property becomes liable to Confifeation, then the Magiftrate, 
giving them the Implements of .their Frofeftipn, /ball confifeate all the Reft of 
their Property. 

If a Dancing Girl .(or common Proftitute) commits fuch Crime aS that 
all her Propet ty becomes liable to Confifeation, the Magiftrate, giving to her 
her Cloth, or Carpet, for fitting, her Cloath.s, Jewels, and a Place of A bode, 
/hall confifeate all the Reft of her Eficfls : In the fame Manner, to a Soldier, 
fliall be given hi$ Implements of War-, and to a Man, exercifingany Pro- 
ftflion, the Implements of that ProfcHTion /ball be exempted from the ConfiiV 
cation of all the Reft of his Property. 

Ca/e» where it is ordered a Man /hall be put to Death, ioftead titereof, 
be (hall pay One Hundred AJhrufies-, and wltcre it is fpecified, that One of 
Htmds, pr One oi his Feet /hall be cut o/f, inftead thereof, he /hall pay 

Fifty 
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Fifty Ajbrufits ; and inftead of having*Two of his Fingers cut off, he (ball pay 
Twenty-five AJhrufict ; fo alfo, where Baniihment from the Kingdom is hia 
Sentence, inftead thereof, he (hall be fined Twenty-five AJhrufies. 

■ If in Two Places Two different Fines are fpc'cified for the fame Crime, 
it muft then be confidered, whether the Offender hath committed this Crime 
Once only, or repeatedly *, if he hath but Once been guilty, then, in the place 
where a fmallcr Fine is fpecified, according to that Specification he fiiall be 
fined 1 and if he hath frequently committed the fame Offence, then he (hall pay 
tlie larger Fine : It fhall be confidered alfo, whether the Criminal be a Man 
of large or of inconfidcrable Property ; if he is a Man of large Property, he 
Ciall pay according to the Specification of the larger Fine ; if he is not a Man 
of Property, then he fhall be fined according to the fmaller Mulift fpecified. 

In Cafes where it is fpecified, that a Man fhatTbe fined the fame Mulffc 
as a Robber, or as an Adulterer, or any other Offender, then, whatever Fine is 
fpecified to each particular Crime, a Fine of Half as much as that ftated Fine 
fliall be taken from him. 

I F Men of Rank, or of good Principles, or of l.earning, commit fuch 
fl Crime as to deferve a capital Punifliment, and are not Men of Property, 
the Magiftrate fhall take from them lefs than One Hundred AJbrufitSy in pro- 
portion to their Fortune ; if they frequently commit the fame Crime, the 
Magiftrate (hall confifeate all their Property, by way of Fine, and fhall banifh 
them tltc Kingdom. 

If a Bramn^ who hath always afted in conformity to the BeiJsy tommies 
furh a Crime as to deferve capital Punifhment, then the Magiftrate, to pre- 
vent him in future ftom the Commiffion of fqch Crimes, fhall confine him 
in perpetual Imprilbnnsent : If a CM’/errr, or Bicty or SoediTy is unable to 
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pay fuch Fine as is ordained by the Shajlcr^ the Magiflratc fliall caufc them 
to labour in lieu of iuch Fine; but he (liall not caufe a Bratnin to labour in 
this Manner, but Hull take the Fine from him by fmall i’roponions.

If a Woman of Property commits a Crime, tlic M.’gillratc fhall fine her; 
if Ihc hath no Property, he Hull chaftife her. 

If a Child, or an old and impotent Perfon, or a fick Man out of Ignorance, 
or an Idiot, commits any Crime, the Magiftratc Hiall not take any Fine from 
fuch Perfons, but ihall chadife them. 

Ira Bram'm goes to wait upon a Magiftrate, the Servants and Dcrl/Hns fliall 
not obftruA his Entrance, but Ihall give lilin a ready Admittance. 

If a Bratnin he Paflenger in a Boar, he fliall not pay any Cowries to tlie 
Watermen, and he Ihall enter into the Boat before any of the other PalTcngcrs, 
and Ihall alfu come out before them. 

If a Bratnin^ having purchafed any Goods, be Paflenger in a Boat, he 
not pay any Thing to the Waterman, upon Suppofuion that he has not buuglit 
thofe Goods for Traflick or Sale.

If a Man borrows Honey, or Sugar, or Salt, and docs not repay it in the 
Space of Fifty Months, he Ihall be obliged to give Eight Times as much. 

If a Man hath borrowed any Seed, he Ihall be obliged to return Six Times 
as much, upon Suppohtion that he docs not repay it in tlie Space ol f ifty 
Months. 
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If a Man hath intruflcd, to be tended by a Herd fm an, a Cow, or a Fmtde 
Buffalo, and hath Itipulated Tome Milk for the Herdfman’sWages, then, upon 
the Owner’s ncgleding, for a long I’ime, to take back fuch Cow or Buffalo, 
the Hcrdfman lhall take the Calves produced from them as his ow'n Property, 

ExetusivE of thofc Articles fold by Weight, of which mention is made in 
the Chapter of Borrowing, if a Man borrows any other Article that is fold 
by Weight, and docs not repay it for a long Space of Time, he fhall be obliged 
to give Eight Times as much. 

If a Man, having been Lofer at any Game, hath, for a long Time, omitted 
to pay the Wager ftipulated thereupon, he ncverthelcfs fliall not pay Intcicft 
upon it. 

If a Man hath by Slight and Cunning taken any Thing from another, that 
I’erfon, at the Time of recovering his Property, fliall not receive any intereft 
thereon. 

Ip a Man, depofuing a Pledge with anyPerfon, borrows Money of him, and 
the Pledge by any unexpefted Accident be deftroyed, then the Borrower fliall 
commit fome other Article to the Lender’s Charge, until Repayment of the 
Money, or lhall repay the Money upon the Spot, 

If a Pledge, in the Hands of a Creditor, be deftroyed by any Fault of the 
Creditor, then, fuppofing the Value of the Pledge to be equivalent to the 
Money lent, the Borrower lhall not make good the Debt*, if the Value thereof 
lie Icfs than equivalent, the Borrower fliall make good the Amount of the De- 
ficiency, if the Pi ice of the Pledge be more than equivalent to the Money 

borrowed. 
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borrowed, the Debt (hall go in Part Payment thereof, and the Crcdiior 
(ball be obliged to make good the Remainder* 


If a Father, having borrowed Money, from abfohire Inabiliry, to 

pay the fame, his Son, if able to furnilh the Money, fhall pay the Debt* 

If a Hufband borrows Money, his Wife rtull not r%"p:iy it*, if a Son bor* 
rows Money, the Mother lhall not pay the Debt *, if they have incurred i\\c 
Debt by mutual Confcnc, the Mother mull pay it. 


If a Creditor Once only obliges his Debtor to perform any L.aboiir on Ac- 
count of the Debt, which is not proper for that Dcbior to perform, the Ma* 
giftrate fliall fine that Creditor Two Hundred and Fifty Puns of Cowries. 


If a Man, having inci.rrcd a Debt, is unable to pay ir, on Account of a 
Famine, or any fuch Calamity, the Creditor fliall be contented to receive the 
Money in fmall Proportions, and lhall not cxercife any violent Severity againll 
the Debtor. 


If a Man brings a Claim againft any Perfon, faying, You owe me a Sum 
of Money/* and rh ic Perfon denies the Debt, then, upon the Cred.toi’> proving 
the Debt, that Ferfon, if he be rich, fliall be fined Twice as much as ilie Debt 
if he be a Man of inconfiderable Property, he fliall be fined a Sum equivalent 
to the Debt. 


Ir a Man, having borrowed Money of fcvcral Lenders, hath pure haled 
Goods therewith, and all the Creditors alfcmble together at Once, and the 
Debtor hath no immediate Means of paying them, then whatever G^oods \ic 
hath purchafed with each Creditor’s Money fliall be fold, to repay each Credi- 
tor refpedlivcly. 
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If any One of the Partners hath concealed any Part of the Joint Pro|)erty» 
then, upon Difcovery thereof, fuch concealal Property fliall be divkltil amuiiy 
the Partners ; but they (hall not receive any Share of tliat Property which hath 
already been divided. 

If a Man hath forcibly taken any Thing from anotlier, or forcibly cauic.l 
him to fign any Writing, or by Violence expcjided any of his Piopeity, it i'. 
not approved. 

If a Man, by forcible Means, or, by any deceitful Artifice, hath fold any 
Thing, or managed any ocher I’ranladion, it is nut approved. 

If, during the Night-Time, or in a concealed Part of the Hoiife, or with- 
out the Precinds of the Town, or in fuch other concealed .ind kilpicious 
Placcsj a Man hath bought and fold any Thing, or managed any other Tranf- 
aclion, it is not approved. 

If a Woman, or a Perlon intoxicated, or an Idiot, or a fick Perfon, or a 
Child, or a Man under violent Dread, hath perfornted any Tranfadion, it is 
not approved. 

Exclusive of the Plaintiff and Defendant, and the Vakeel, or the Son, or 
the Slave of the Plaintiff and Defendant, if any other Perl’un takes upon him 
to fettle the Affairs, it is not approved. 

If a Man doth not give up Goods intrufted to him, when the Perfon who 
intrufted them demands the fame, then, if he be rich and void of Religion, t’le 
Magiftrate fliall fine him Twite as much as the Value of the Goods in 'Truffi if 
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he is not a Man of Property, nor voiU of Religion, he llrall only fine him an 
Equivalent. 

If a Man ignorantly, without any accidental Calamity, fpoils Goods in- 
iriilfed to him, in that Cafe, he is not to make good the whole of the Effedts in 
Trulf, but he fliall pay lomewhat lefs than the Value of the Property intrufled, 
to him, and the Sons of that Pcrfon ate not to pay any Part thereof. 

If the Goods in TrufE be fpoilcd by the Fault of the Sons, then-thc Sons alfo 
fhail pay. 

AVuen a Pupil takes Leave of liis Mafler, after having been inftrufled in- 
any Science, the Mailer, upon giving him his Dilniiffion, fliall give him fome 
Money, according to the Extent of his Abilities. 

If a Man, having received Servite at the Hands of a Servant, doth not pay 
him his Wages, the Magiftratc lhall caufc him to pay tlie Wages, and fliali 
alto fne him. 

If a Man hath married any Female Slave, he becomes the Slave of the 
Owner of that Female Slave, in cafe he is not already the Slave of any Pcrfon ; 
iT lie is the Slave of any Pcrfon, and marries that Female Shive, with the 
Lonlcnt of liis Muller, he then alto becomes the Slave of the Owner of the 
Slave Girl. 

Ira M.»rriage is contradlcd between a Slave and a Sl.ive Girl, without tiie 
Conlcni of the Ownci of the Shave, or that of the Owner of the Slave Girl, then 
the Slave continues to belong to his original Owner, and the Female Slave alfo 
jvmains with her original Owners. 


If 
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I, any Ptrfon’s Cow, being cohered by another Per&n's Bull, fliould pro- 
duce a Calf, then the Owner of the Cow fhall have the Calf, and the Owner 
of the Bull lhall not have Power to lay any Claim to it. 

Ir a Man, having purchafed any Goods, doth not pay the Toll thereon in 
the Saizrtr, or at t'ncCbokey, the Magiftratc (hall take Eight Times as much as 
theToU from him ; if thatPerfon, for the Sake of avoiding Payment of Toll, 
quits the right Road and cakes another, the Magillrate fliall confifeate all his 
Property. 

If a Man, to avoid paying Toll, doth not fell his Goods at the regular 
Hours of Sale, but fells them privately, the Magillrate (liall fine him Eight 
Times as much. 


In a Tranfaflion of returning purchafed Goods, if the Purchafer n turns 
fuch Articles within the 'Pimo limited for that Purpoir, in the Chaincr of 
Buying and Selling, then he fli.ill divide that Space of Time into Tliree J'art';-, 
if he returns the Goods within the Spate of ihc 1-irlt Divilion of Time, it is 
of no farther Confcquencc •, if he returns them within the Secoiul Divi(i<>n of 
Tin>c, he fliall give One Thirtieth of the Price of the Article, together with 
the Article le turned to the Seller; if within the 'I'hird Spitce of 'J'ime, he 
then fhall give to the Seller One Fifteenth of the Price of the Article. to<>cther 
witli thcArticlc fo returned ; and, after tlie Expiration of that Space cyf rime, 
irc’na'’ed Articles mu(l not be returned.

If that Perfon is an immediate Neighbour to thofe Boundaries, then the 
ate Hiall fine him Five Hundred Puns of Cowries. 


If a Man Heals any Thread, or Cotton, or Cow Dung, or Grafs, or Water, 
or Sugar Cane, or Velfels of Bamhoo (that is Cane) or Salt, or Earthen Pots, 
or Sand, or Duft, or Clay, or Fifli, or Birds, or bitter Oil, or Flelh, or Honey, 
or Leather, or Ivory, or the I lorns of Animals, or Wine, or Viftuals, or Fruit, 
which any Pcrlbn hath bought for his own Ulc, then the Magillrate, caufing 
fuch Articles to be returned to the Owners, fliall fine the Thief One Hundred 
Puns of Cowries.

Whatever Ordination fuch Bramtns as are Pundits delivered to the 
Reyots from the Sbafter, the fliall acknowledge and obey ihe fame; 

Whoever, being a doc.s not fpcak the Sentiments of the SLjhry the 

Magillrate fhall fine him Two Hundred and Fifty Puns of Cowries. 

Upon the Magifirate’s having made a regular invefligation, whatever 
Orders he lhall iffuetoany Perfon, if that Perfun docs not ad in conformity 
thereto, the Magiftrate lhall fine him.

Ik any Perfon, having borrowed Money in the Name of feveral Perfons, 
ajiplies the fame to his own Ufe, that Perfon lhall be obliged to pay the Debt. 

If the Father or Mother of the Magiftrate, or any Perfon who hath taught 
the Coiterce^OT a Child, or a weak old Perfon, or a Man of Rank and Know- 
ledge in the Beids of the Shafter, and who afts in conformity to the Beids, or a 
Kiirfman and Relation of the Magiftrate, commits a Fault, the Magiftrate 
ftiall not take a pecuniary Fine from fuch Perfons, nor lhall cut off their 
Limbs, but lhall utter feverc ExprclTions of Wrath againft them. 

If a Sinajfe, or a Ban Periiji, or a Berbmcbdrry, commits any Crime, the 
Mag' Urate lhall not take from them any pecuniary Fine, and lhall not cut 
off the Limbs of fuch Perfons, but lhall anathematize them. 

There is no Crime in the World fo great as that of murdering a 
wherefbn; the Magiftrate lhall never dcfire the Death of a Bramn^ nor lhall h« 
ever c ut off his Limbs.

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If a Bramn is guilty of drinking Wine, he fliall be branded in the Fore- 
head with the Seoradbucb C’—Soer^bucb is that, at the Time of drinking Wine, 
i^on turning down the Cup, in fuch Manner as that the Wine falls from the 
Mouth of the Cup 5 in the fame Form, they lhall brand the Bramia's Forehead 
with a hot Iron. 

If a Bramin commits Adultery with any of his Father’s Wives, ratclufive 
of his own Mother, the Magiftrate (liail brand him with a hot Iron in the 
Forehead with the Mark of the Pudendum Muliebre. 

If a Bramin hath murdered another Bramin^ the Magidrate Hiall brand 
iiim in the Forehead with the Mark of a Man without a Head. 

Every Bramin^ who docs not every Day aft according to the Shaft er, and 
who afts in contradiftion to the Shafter^ fliall be confined in Prifon by the 
Magidrate, until fuch Time as he reverts to the Duties of his Religion ; if he 
never reverts to the Duties of hisReligion, he lhall be banilhed the Kingdom. 

The Magidrace lhall not take any of the Property termed Mdhi Patuk 
(a Defeription of which is to be found in the Chapter of Pak-Parijh ) if he 
takes a Fine from thence, he lhall cad it into the Water, or lliali give it to 
fuch Bramin as is firm in his Religion, and who afts in conformity to the 
Beids \ if the Magidrate doth not appropriate to himfelf the Property called 
Mahu Pdtukt but afts according to what is herein enjoined, then the Lives of 
Men are prolonged in his Kingdom, and Learning fiourilhes there, and 
beautiful Children are propagated there. 

From a Man that is rich, a larger Fine than that refpeftively fpecified 
iiall be taken, that, feeling the Inconvcniencies of the Mulft, from the Fear
